Democrati¢e and Republican 
aldermaniec candidates will hold 
meetings this week with party 
leaders to draft their platforms 
and map campaign strategy and 
plans for the city general elec- 
tion April 5. 


The opposing candidates for 
President of the Board of Alder- 
men and for alderman in the 14 
even-numbered wards, who were 
nominated in Friday’s primary 
elections, plan to spend the next 
few days.perfecting their cam- 
paign organizations. 

Both sides report they plan to 
start vigorous campaigns March 
21. This will give the rties 
slightly more than two wéeks to 
wage their drives for votes be- 
fore the general election. 


Heads of Opposing Tickets. 


Heading the opposing tickets 
as candidates for aldermanic 
president will be the Republican 
incumbent, Charles E. Albanese, 
who won G.O.P. renomination 
without opposition, and Donald 
Gunn, 46-year-old attorney, who 
captured the Democratic nomin- 
ation with a surprisingly heavy 
31,349-vyote majority over his 
primary opponent, Alderman A. 
J. Cervantes. 

City Democratic Chairman 
John J. Dwyer said he will meet 
late this week with Gunn and 
the 14 Democratic candidates for 
aldermen to work out their cam- 
paign platform and plans.

Democrats polled 79,721 of 
the 105,316 ballots cast for al- 
dermanic president, or 75.7 per 
cent, and the Republicans 25,595 
votes, or 24.3 per cent. 


5000-Vote Difference. 

The Democrats received about 
45,000 votes and the Republicans 
40,000 in the corresponding mu- 
nicipal primary four years ago, 
when there was also a special 
congressional election in the old 
Eleventh District. Albanese was 
unopposed for the G.O.P. nom- 
ination in that election too, and 
went on to win in the 1951 gen- 
eral election. 


Democratic Chairman Dwyer7 


contended the Democrats’ three- 
to-one advantage over the Re- 
publicans in Friday’s voting was 
a strong indication that his party 
would oust Albanese as board 
president and capture some of 
the Republican-held aldermanic 
seats at stake April 5. Five of 
the seven G.O.P. incumbents are 
candidates for re-election. 

“If only a few thousand votes 
had separated the two parties in 
the primary, it would have had 
little meaning,” he said. “But 
the fact the Democrats cast three 
ballots for each one cast by the 
Republicans has feal signifi- 
cance.” 

G.O.P. Chairman McBride dis- 
agreed, saying that Friday’s re- 
turns offer no accurate inJica- 
tion of the outcome of the April 
5 elections. He pointed out that 
Albanese was unopposed and 
there were no Republican alder- 
manic coniests in nine of the 14 
wards. .

McBride, who is committee- 
man of the Twenty-first Ward, 
also called attention to the fact 
that there was no.G.O.P. alder- 
manic contest in his or any other 
odd-numbered - ward.

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DAIRY REDUCES 
MILK AND CREAM 
PRICES 2 CENTS 


A reduction of 2 cents in the 
price of milk and cream, effec- 
tive tomorrow, was anfiounced 
‘yesterday by St. Louis Dairy Co., 
bringing the price to the lowest 
level in several years. 

Regular and homogenized milk 
was cut to 20 cents a quart, a 
spokesman for the company said, 
and a half-gallon of homogen- 
ized milk was reduced from 39 
to 37 cents. ; 

Other - new eke ye under the 

reduction are half-pint of table 
cream 25 cents—several months 
ago the price of this item was 
33 cents— Guernsey milk, 
eents a quart, and skim milk 19 
cents a quart. No change was 
announced in prices of butter 
and cottage cheese. 
The reduction was called sea- 
sonal in part. A spokesman said 
competition and the reduced 
price dairies pay farmers were 
contributing factors. Other dair- 
ies are éxpected to follow the 
general price reduction.

It was the fifth: ‘‘shot’”’ of the 
1955 nuclear test series, a blast 
‘from atop a 300-foot steel tower, 
that packed the wallop of 5000 
tons of TNT. Today's device was 
estimated unofficially as being 
about the size of an ordinary 
suitcase. 

A fireball boiled out over a 
mile in diameter, rolling down 
from its 300-foot starting point 
into an_ artifically - generated 
smoke-screen 50 feet above the 
ground. 


This was the first full-scale 
test of the recently disclosed 
Defense Department theory that 
a smoke-screen filters out much 
of the heat of the fireball, just 
as nature’s clouds insulate the 
earth from the sun. 


Theory Is Explained. 


“By introducing this smoke- 
screen between detonation and 
surrounding objects, direct ther- 
mal radiation is absdérbed, re- 
flected, and scattered resulting 
in reduction of thermal radia- 
tion by objects beneath the 
smoke screen,” the AEC said. 


A similar test on a smaller 
scale was conducted in the last 
nuclear tests here two years ago. 

The flash of today’s explosion 
lighted a four-state area—Ari- 
zona, Utah, California and: Nev- 
ada. It was seen in San Fran- 
cisco and Sacramento, Calif., 
some 400 airline miles away, in 
Los Angeles, 300 miles distant, 
and as a “flicker” in Phoenix, 
Ariz. 

The shock wave, which often 
skips erratically, was felt in 
Inyokern, Calif., 130 miles dis- 
tant and the low rumble char- 
acteristic of the atomic detona- 
tion was heard for 100 miles. 

No Troops Take Part. 

No troops participated in to- 
days test. The Army Chemical 
Corps smoke pots were set off 
by remote control. 

This was the thirty-seventh 
nuclear .detonation inside the 
United States and the thirty- 
sixth at the Nevada test site.

MATUSOW CITED. 
FOR CONTEMPT 
BY TEXAS JUDGE 


. Jurist Denies New Trial 


for Unionist in Whose 
Conviction Turnabout 
Witness Figured. 


EL PASO, Tex., March’ 12 
(UP)— United States District 
Judge Thomason cited Harvey 
Matusow for criminal contempt 
today in the first action taken 
against Matusow since he de- 
clared that most of his testi- 
mony in hearings and trials 
about communism was a lie. 


But Judge Thomason said 
Matusow’s admitted lying in the 
trial of union leader Clinton 
Jencks 14 months ago was not 

und enough for giving Jencks 
a new trial. Matusow testified 
this week in a hearing on 
Jencks’s plea for a new trial. 

Jencks, international represen- 
tative of the Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Workers Union, which 
was expelled from the CIO on 
the ground it was Communist- 
dominated, was sentenced to 
prison for five years for lying 
when he filed a non-communist 
affidavit with the Government. 


Judge Thomason said Matu- 
sow “schemed maliciously and 
deliberately to obstruct justice” 
in the Jencks trial. He ordered 
him back for sentencing Wednes- 
day. Judge Thomason could send 
Matusow to jail for as long as 
five years. 

Though Matusow schemed to 
defeat justice, Judge Thomason 
said “nothing developed” in the 
hearing that entitles Jencks to 
a new trial. He said he believed 
when Jencks was convicted and 
believes now that he had a fair 
trial. 

“Based on the whole record, 
Jencks is guilty and the court 
still feels that way,” he said. 
Nathan Witt of New York, 
general counsel for Jencks’s 
union, took refuge twice today 
in the Fifth Amendment when 
Judge Thomason asked him 
whether he is a Communist. 
Finally, Judge Thomason told 
him that “no lawyer in this 
court or any other court who 
invokes the Fifth Amendment 
will be allowed to practice in 
this court.” The Fifth Amend- 
ment says a person may not be 
forced to incriminate himself. 
Matusow disavowed the Com- 
munist party and for years has 
testified ._ before congressional 


and state legislative committees 
about communism and commu- 
nists. 

Then Matusow wrote a book 
called “False Witness,” in which 
he admits extensive lying.

T0 DELAY START 
OF COLLECTIONS, 
BENSON WARNS 


Collector Says Across- 
the-Board Increase in 
Assessments Involves 
Large Amount of Cler- 
ical Work. 


Collection of taxes in St. Louis 
county cannot be started by Nov. 
1 as required by law unless the 


State Tax Commission changes | 


its mind and agrees to postpone 
its order to increase assess- 
ments, Collector Willis W. Ben- 
son said yesterday. . 

Benson and County Clerk Leo 
E. Sievers outlined the large 
amount of clerical work involv- 
ed in even the simplest method 
ef raising the rigures—a flat 
percentage increase across the 
board—and agreed that it would 
delay collection. 

Changes would have to be 
made in the 171,000 personal 
property tax accounts and 225,- 
000 real estate accounts. Each 
of the latter would require three 
clerical operations—on the value 
of the land, the value of im- 
provements, and a new total. 

The collector pointed out that 


when he receives the real es-' 
tate tax bills from the clerk, who 
has to wait until they come from 
the assessor, they carry only a 
desciption of the property and 
the owner’s name, without an 
address. 


Back Tax Check. 


To get the address, Benson 
uses the personal property tax 
list, which comes in later, and 
matches the names as best he 
can. Then a check must be made 
to see whether any back taxes 
are owed. 

Benson pointed out that he is 
not required by law to send 
bills, but he hastened to add 
that if he did not send them, 
not many taxpayers would take 
the trouble to come in volun- 
tarily and pay. 

Valuation figures go from the 
assessor to the clerk to the tax 
commission, back to the clerk 
and then to the collector. The 
commission has to do its work, 
including reductions or increases 
for equality among the counties, 
between June 10 and July 11. 


Time Too Short. 


Commission Chairnfan James 
M. Robertson explained that 
only the 26 counties with lowest 
ratios of assessed to actual val- 
uation were chosen for increases 
this year because the ¢ommission 
could not cover the entire state 
at once. St. Louis County Coun- 
cil Chairman James A. Singer 
said eounty officials were faced 
with a similar problem—more 
work than can be done by the 
staff available in the alloted 
time. 

Singer said he still was hope- 
ful that the commission would 
postpone the order despite re- 
peated assertions by Robertson 
that he would not yield. 

Meanwhile, no start has been 
made on the job, and County 
Supervisor Luman F. Matthews 
has not said what the next step 
will be. 

Especially pressed for time 
are officials of the county’s 29 
school districts, of which 20 are 
to have tax rate elections April 


Representatives of St. Louis 
and other cities levying mu- 


nicipal income taxes will con- 
fer in Washington tomorrow in 
an effort to obtain Federal legis- 
lation permitting the withhbdld- 
ing of such taxes from earnings 
of Federal employes.

Other cities which will be 
represented at the conference 
are: Pittsburgh, P hila delphia, 
Louisville, and Columbus, Day- 
ton, Toledo and Cincinnati.

Fulbright Says It Would 
Be Unwarranted to 
Put Blame on Senate 
Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, March 12 L— 
-—Senator J. William Fulbright 
(Dem.), Arkansas, said today the 
seven-billion-dollar drop in se- | 
curities values this week “seems | 
to confirm there is an undue | 
amount of speculation” in the | 
stock market. 

Fulbright told a reporter that 
putting any of the blame for the 
decline on the Senate Banking 
Committee’s Investigation of the 
boom is “strictly ‘unwarranted.” 
Fulbright is chairman of the 
committee. 

He said the inquiry is “strict- 
ly informative and educational” 
and that the market is “very 
weak”’ if it is being affected ad- 
versely. 


“If there is no more sub- 
stance to the rise than that, it 
makes you wonder,” he added. 


Market Off Four Days. 


The market declined in four | 
of five sessions'this week. Wall 
Street experts attributed it 
partly to contern of traders 
over testimony at the investiga- | 
tion that margin requirements 
Should be raised from the pres- 
ent 60 per’ cent to at least 75 
per cent, and maybe 100 per | 
cent, to check speculation. 

Margin requirements deter- | 


mine the amount of cash a buyer 
of stocks must putup. The rest | 
of the cost can be covered by 
credit. Raising margin require- 
ments to 100 per cent would put 
trading on an all-cash basis.

Although the data is of a fun- 
damental scientific nature and 
does not pertain to the making 
at atomic bombs, the information 
has alréady given American 
physicists some ideas about how 
to improve physical research. 

Had Powerful Atom Smasher.

Russian scientists had in opere 
ation, at least since 1951, a 660,- 
000,000-volt atom smasher, which 
until the Brookhaven 2,000,000,- 
000-volt cosmotron in the United 
States began operating in May 
1952, was the most powerful ma- 
chine in the world. 

Experiments performed in 
1951 and 1952 with protons (hy- 
drogen atoms) by the Russians 
at energies of 300,000,000 volts 
and above were at the time 
unique and are more accurate 
than recent work of the same 
kind at Brookhaven and other

A special “solid cloud cham- 
ber” that has resisted develop- 
ment by American scientists has 
given the Russian scientists a 
method to perform highly accu- 
rate mieasurements on nuclear 
interactions.

“ The experiments reported by 
the Russians have to do with 
the collision of protons with 
other protons, of protrons with 
neutrons, which are just as 
heavy as the protons but with- 
out electric charge, and neu- 
trons on neutrons.

LOWER BRIDGE CLEARANCES 
MAY SAVE 5 TO 10 MILLIONS 


WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP) 
—Secretary of Commerce Weeks 
today proposed lower clearances 
for new bridges spanning in- 
land waterways. He hopes they 
will save $5,000,000 to $10,000,000 
a year in bridge construction 
costs. 

Weeks released an official 
158-page report indicating that 
fixed bridges could be used in 
many cases where movable spans 
are now required over navigable 
waterways. 

The federdl agencies con- 
cerned, Weeks said, have reached 
“substantial agreement” on pro- 
posed new height and construc- 
tion standards which would elim- 
inate many present delays to 
highway and rai] traffic without 
affecting waterway operations 
unduly. . 

The study showed that nearly 
90 per cent of private vessels 
using the Gulf Intracoastal Wa- 
terway and the Mississippi sys- 
tem, excluding pleasure and 
fishing craft, can be accommo- 
dated under fixed bridges with 
30-feet clearance. The minimum 
clearance now required is 72 
feet on the waterway and 65 on 
the Mississippi below Cairo, III.

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Nehru May Be Leader — 
Chou En-lai Expected to 
Try to Turn It Into Anti- 
American Meeting.

WASHINGTON, March 12. 
\ EPRESENTATIVES of a billion 
and a half human beings—three- 
fifths of the world’s population— 


will meet next month in the hills of, 


Indonesia to stake out a claim for 
status and dignity, demanding full 
equality with the great powers of the 


earth. 

Actively participating in the conference 
will be delegates from some 28 or 30 
countries in Asia and Africa. Closely 
watching what goes on at Bandung, Indo- 
nesia, beginning April 18 will be the 
people of the underdeveloped areas every- 
where, including Latin America. 

Red China’s premier, Chou En-lai, and 
Vietminh’s successful revolutionary, Ho 
Chi Minh, are expected to use all of the 
tactics of world Communism, developed 
in the nearly 40 years since the Russian 
revolution, to turn the Asian-African 
Conference inte a cosmic anti-American | 
demonstration. 


Viewed from the perspective of Wash- 
ington—where high State Department offi- 
cials newly returned from conferences in 
Asia believe they saw much of that part 
of the world in the process of sliding down 
into the morass of Communism—the issue 
at Bandung seems to be: Will the Asian- 
African Conference become another way- 
station on the road to domination by the 
Moscow-Peiping axis for a billion and a 
half Asians and Africans? 

But viewed from Asia or Africa, Ban- 
dung raises the hope of being a way- 
station on the road te independent power 
and economic development—the high road 
to werld Sqengnisen.. i 


BANDUNG wii be the first nitaston in 
history of most ef the world’s non-white 
peoples. Nations attending are shown on 
the map on this page. The United States 
was not invited and will not attend, and 
representatives of the Soviet Union will 
not be there, either. 

But the United States and Russia, 
though not on the agenda, will be the 
chief topics of the conference. 

Red China and Vietminh will present 

the “Russian way” as the most attractive 
way for the as yet uncommitted nations 
to modernize their economies and to 
achieve the status they seek. 
\ The United States will have friends at 
the conference, notably the representatives 
of the Philippine Republic, whose dele- 
gation probably will be headed by Gen. 
Carlos P. Romulo, Philippine Ambassador 
to the United States and personal repre- 
sentative in the United States of President 
Ramon Magsaysay. 

Gen. Romulo’s position at Bandung, 
however, will not be an enviable one. 
State Department officials have for months 
been. recommending with the greatest 
urgency that a new and’ massive American 
program for the economic development of 
the underdeveloped areas be projected in 
advance of the Bandung Conference, to 
give our friends there something to talk 
, about. 

But the advice of Secretary of the

Under the circumstances, the United 
States would have preferred that the 
Asian-African Conference not be held ‘at 
all. It was not apparent, however, that 
any action this country might take would 
succeed in stopping the conference, so it 
was decided to put as good a face on the 
matter as passible. 

Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, 
at the SEATO Conference earlier this 
month at Bangkok, Thailand, referred to 
the Asian-African Conference by stating 
that “all of us are working for peace, free- 
dom, justice and well-being, and therefore 
working for a common purpose.” The 
SEATO Conference adopted a resolution 
of greeting to the Asian-African Confer- 
ence, which will be attended by SEATO 
members, Pakistan, Thailand and the 
Philippines. 

As of today, the most the State De- 
partment hopes for from the Bandung 
Conference is that Nehru, leader of the 
uncommitted natioas, may be able to 
emerge as the dominant figure. The 
only visible alternative. is outright Com- 
munist domination. 

There is evidence that Nehru will in-

THE IDEA of the Bandung Conference 
is somewhat obscure in origin, but it seems 
to have been suggested first by the Indo- 
nesians, at the conference of the Colombo 
powers—India, Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon 
and Indonesia — at Bogor just outside 
Jakarta, Indonesia, last December. A 
study of the proceedings of that confer- 
ence yields some interesting detail. 

An Asian-African Conference was linked, 
in the first instance, to the visits of Red 
China’s Chou En-lai to India and Burma, 
and of Nehru’s visit and the visit of Bur- 
ma’s prime minister, U Nu, to Peiping— 
and also, curiously, to the visit of Tito of 
Yugoslavia to New Delhi. All of these 
“visitors” seem to have had the same 


idea—that there was a need for some other 
countries to make themselves felt, inde- 
pendently, in a world, dominated so largely 
by the United States and Russia. 


The inclusion , of Red China in any

hands,” though Nehru pointed out that not 
all of the nations invited were, strictly 
speaking, independent of old colonial ties, 

It is evident, from the conference pro- 
ceedings, that the inclusion of the Central 
African Federation was a purposeful at- 
tempt to embarrass the “white rulers” of 
that grouping, within the British system, 
of Nyasaland and the Rhodesias. As 
Nehru told the conference, if the Feder- 
ation sent white representatives they would 
“show their true colors,” a pun which may 
or may not have been intended. 

South Africa was considered too flagrant 
a case of “white supremacy” even to be 
considered seriously as a possible partici- 
pant in the conference. 

Sir John Kotelawala, prime minister of 
Ceylon, found an occasion to condemn 
Communist expansion in Asia, but perhaps 
the most revealing discussion involved the 
wording of the invitation to Red China. 
Opinion was unanimous that it should be 
so worded as to make it entirely clear that 
only one China existed—Red China—in 
the minds of the five .Colombo Powers 
leaders. 


Not only was Chiang Kali-shek’s Na- 
tionalist government not included, but 
its existence was, in effect, denied. 

Burma’s U Nu suggested the purposes of 
the Asian-African Conference be left 
vague, and they were; wording of the pur- 
poses was left to Nehru: 

“To promote good will and co-operation 
among the nations of Asia and Africa; to 
explore and advance their mutual as well 
as common interests and to establish and 
further friendliness and neighborly rela- 
tions. 

“To consider social, economic and cul- 
tural problems and relations of the coun- 
tries represented. 

“To consider problems of special interest 
to Asian and African peoples, for example, 
problems affecting national sovereignty 
and of racialism and colonialism. 

“To view the position of Asia and Africa 
and their peoples in the world today and 
the contribution they can make to the 
promotion of world peace and co-opera- 
tion.”

SESSIONS of tle Asian-African Confer- 
ence will be held in a hall built by the 
Dutch when they were the colonial masters 
of Indonesia—the building itself a re- 
minder of colonial rule. Each nation will 
have a delegation of some 20 persons, and 
about 400 correspondents from all over 
the world, on both sides of the Iron and 
Bamboo curtains, will be on hand. 

It is not altogether certain, but likely, 
that observers from some non-invited gov- 
ernments may attend, and particularly that 
observers from non-independent Asian and 
African areas will be there to watch the 
newly independent Asians and Africans in 
action. “ 


It would not be surprising if observ- 
ers from Latin America were on hand, 
as Asian observers last fall attended the 
economic conference of American na- 
tions, at Rio de Janeiro, where Secre- 
tary Humphrey spelled out the United 
States policy of “free enterprise” and 
very little United States Government 
aid for the underdeveloped areas. 


If World Communism runs true to form, 


‘| it would not be unusual if the secretariat 


of the conference were packed with Com- 
munist party members, whenever possible. 
Indonesia, the host country, has a govern- 


ment which “uses” Communism as a coun- 


ter-weight to the Moslem and Socialist 
parties; the Government, which has yet to 
face an election since its formation through 
revolting from Dutch rule in 1949, is pre- 
dominantly nationalist.

The whole ok Conference of the 
SEATO nations at Bangkok was oriented 
around a theme of armed might, as the 
chief deterrent to Com in Asia. 
This theme was set at the outset of the 
conference by Secretary Dulles. 

Asian and African nations, on the 
other hand, are strongly inclined to mini- 
mize the role of force—in part, perhaps, 
because they do not possess it. And in 
any event, the danger of subversion—as 

Dulles himself has stated on many occa- 
sions—is perhaps the greatest immediate 
Communist threat in much of Asia. 

It is all-too-easy for the American 
posture of force against Communism to 
be translated in Asia as a posture of 
dominance of Asia. A year ago, when 
Assistant Secretary of State Walter S. 
Robertson was testifying before a House 
of Representatives subcommittee he was 
asked by one Representative if our pol- 
icy does not mean “that the United 
States is undertaking to maintain for an 
indefinite period of years American 
dominance in the Far East?” 


“Yes, exactly,” Robertson replied. . 

Americans may forget this incident; 
Asians and Africans are not likely to. 

In Secretary Dulles’ speech this week, 
reporting on his trip to Asia and the 
SEATO conference at Bangkok, the Sec- 
retary — quite unthinkingly —referred to 
the “‘so-called ‘Afro-Asian Conference.’” 


This writer, at the time, was in close 
contact with Asian and African. embas- 
_ sies in Washington: all noted the refer- 
ence, and all considered it a deliberate 
attempt—as one Ambassador said—‘to 
belittle a meeting of one-billion-and-a- 
half of the world’s two-and-a-half-bil- 
lion people.” 

It does not appear that Dulles in fact 
was consciously trying to belittle the 
Asian-African Conference. The phrase “so- 
called” seems to be one he uses habitually, 
But it does carry a flavor of deprecjation 
and was especially unfortunate when com- 
bined with the prefix “Afro,” which car- 
ries a racist connotation in the minds of 
most Africans—and in any event Secretary 
Dulles did not use the correct name of the 
conference. 

At the meeting of the Colombo Powers, 
setting up the Bandung conference, the 
term “Afro-Asian Conference” was con- 
sidered, and rejected. Nehru compared the 
prefix “Afro” to the term “Asiatic,” which 
Asians also find offensive. 

It may be argued that Asians and Afri- 
cans are overly sensitive, but such things 
strike at the heart of the matter so far 
as this majority of the world's people is 
concerned: they are clamoring to be admit- 
ted to the fraternity of modern mankind. 

Membership in this fraternity is recog- 
nized by the fact that members wear de- 
cent clothes, have medical attention when 
they are ill, know how to read and write, 
have enough to eat and an adequate shel- 
ter over their heads.

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U.S. Lacks Adequate Plan 
To Stop Red Subversion 
By Economic Development 


Foreign Operations Administration Due to Go Out of 
Business June 30—Plans for a Big Asian Program 
Were Repudiated by Humphrey—Stress Was Shifted 
to Military Aid—Discrimination Seen by Some.

A T a closed session of the recent SEATO Conference in Thailand, Secre- 


tary of State John Foster Dulles held forth on the scope of America’s 


military strength in the Pacific. 


Given the potential of modern weapons 


that is to say nuclear weapons, the United States has in the area today, ac- 
eording to Dulles, greater armed might than at the peak of the Pacific build-: 


up in World War II. 

The question, which he did not go into, 
is how much of this potential strength can 
be brought to focus for purposes short of 
all-out war. In the field of economic aid 
and co-operation the same question is per- 
tinent. 


The United States has the greatest in- 
dustrial plant, technology and know-how 
in the world. But how to share this de- 
velopment on any meaningful scale is a 
problem that has not yet been met ex- 
cept in the most limited fashion. Dulles 
could about economic assistance for 
Asia at the SEATO Conference only in 
general terms since on that front in the 
cold war there is a new upheaval with 
all plans temporarily in abeyance. 

This is another illustration of the stop- 
and-start approach which not only wastes 
money and effort but raises doubts about 
America’s determination to stay the course 
to the end. The Foreign Operations Ad- 
ministration, which has charge of tech- 
nical assistance, refugee aid and other ob- 
ligations, is due to go out of business on 
June 30.

There 
has been talk of putting one kind of as- 
sistance, direct forces support, which means 
uniforms, gasoline, tires, in the Defense 
Department and non-military aid in the 
State Department. This would split up the 
budget as it goes to Congress, with differ- 
ent congressional committees ‘considering 
separate parts of the program. And it sug- 
gests such delays as the necessity to re- 
check the security of all employes going 
into other departments with the rigid sys- 
tem of the State Department keeping the 
transferred employe in a state of suspen- 
sion for months. The ablest employes often 
resign rather than wait out that period. 


Dark congressional suspicions center on 
FOA for several reasons. There is a gen- 
eral distrust of economic aid among con- 
servative Republicans and Democrats alike. 
Congress always suspects a new of 
seeking to perpetuate itself. And FOA'’s 
administrator, Harold Stassen, is not ex- 
actly popular on Capitol Hill.

American motives and intentions are 
also at issue in the aid program, as an 
analysis of current and proposed expendi- 
tures.makes plain. In the budget for the 
next fiscal year is $3.5 billions for “mu- 
tual security.” Of this sum, $1.4 billions 
is for direct military assistance—guns and 
planes for America’s military partners, ad- 
ministered by the Defense Department. 
Six hundred millions is for direct forces 
support which FOA administers. 


The remaining $1.5 billions is for eco- 
nomic aid in various forms. It covers as- 
sistance of $100,000,000 for the more than 
600,000 refugees who have fled from Com- 
munism in North Viet Nam to South Viet 
Nam. Included are the relatively small 
sums that the United States. contributes 
to several United Nations agencies in the 
assistance field. The balance goes for va- 
rious forms of economic help and it is here 
that Congress is likely to cut.

Thus Formosa, with a population of 
8,000,000, a strong point in American 
strategy, got $90,000,000 in direct forces 
support while in Indonesia, with more 
than 80,000,000 people, got $7,000,000 in 
aid. Pakistan which signed a mutual 
security pact with the United States is 
getting $70,800,000 and India $84,500,- 
000, although the former has a popula- | 
tion of 75,000,000 to India’s 356,000,000. 
South Korea, where the United States is 
providing virtually full support for some 
20 divisions while at the same time help- 
ing to rehabilitate the fearful war dam- 
age, is getting $280,000,000 in economie 

aid. 


To members of Congress, increasingly 
reluctant to vote big sums for foreign out- 
lay, it seems perfectly logical to help those 
who are standing with us. But to Asians 
in the uncommitted countries—India, Bur- 
ma, Ceylon, Indonesia—who take literally 
what we say about wanting to help all free 
countries, this has the look of rank dis- 
crimination, Is yeur aid really to help un- 
derdeveloped peoples raise their standard 
of living, they ask, or is it a carrot held 
out to persuade us to go along with your 
system of alliances? 


Stassen, in an interview in India on his 
tour, projected a plan for regional devel- 
opments which would benefit several coun- 
tries. Thus a river system might be opened 
up for irrigation, navigation and hydro- 
electric power with benefits to two or 
three countries through which it flows. 
Such regional help would be in addition 
to the country-to-country allocations pres- 
ently made. 

Secretary Humphrey has put the amount 
of spending on Asian aid in fiscal 56 at 
$585,000,000. That would be a 20 per cent 
increase over the current year, which 
seems to be what Dulles and Stassen have 
settled for.

IN ASIA the American aid program is 
put in the framework of “competitive co- 
existence” with the Communist world.

The State Tax Commission has done the sen- 
sible thing. It has informed the St. Louis county 
tax authorities that there will be no postpone- 
ment of its order to increase real estate assess- 
ments to 30 per cent of true value. The ball now 
rests squarely in the hands of the county tax and 
assessment officials. 

It is time to quit stalling and quit complaining. 

It is time to get to work and bring the as- 
sessments up to the standard set by the state 
commission. 

One by one, all the phony reasons for trying 
to wriggle' out of the State Commission's order 
have been shot down. As the spurious excuses 
fell, the conviction has grown that the real rea- 
son for the inertia at Clayton is a powerful re- 
luctance to open up the whole question of pres- 
ent assessments to public curiosity and public 


Every Missouri Legislature apparently must 
have a “meathound” bill, aimed at putting the 
State’s conservation program Back in politics. 
The present Legislature is no exception. 

Ten House members have offered a consti- 
tutional amendment to remake the State Con- 
servation Commission, limit its authority and 
give the Legislature power to fix hunting and 
fishing fees and also salaries of employes. 

Similar measures have been offered at every 
session since the Conservation Commission was 
organized 18 years ago. Every one has been 
de’eated either by the Legislature itself or by 
the people. 

Why, then, do proponents of politically- 
managed conservation keep coniing back for 
more? They must believe that some day they 
can win. They must feel time is on their side. 


By its nature the Conservation Department 
faces a difficult job. Scientific conservation 
always faces some resistance, and it is hard to 
satisfy the demands of more and niore hunters 
and fishermen. The only contact many sports- 
men ever have with the department is through 
its enforcement agents, and that is not always 
the kind of contact that wins friends and in-

In recent years complaints among sportsmen 
seem to have grown. For one thing, they have 
heard more reports of patently unfair arrests 
by some conservation agents, and no arrests at 
all by others. 

Sportsmen try to make sense out of a com- 
plicated 75-page wildlife code, knowing many 
states condense their rules simply. 

They try to understand why stream fishing 
for some fish opens on certain dates and on 
other fish is open the year around, but all 
waters south of a certain line are always open, 
and why there are various and changing limits 
or no limits on everything from crappie: to 
bluegill. 

They hear the Conservation Department ‘refer 
proudly to Missouri as a good quail state but 
they know how few quail there were last year 
or the year before. 

They read the department's boast about giving 
away 170,000 pounds of expensive seed in one 
year for growing wildlife feed and holding land, 
but see how few results there were because the 
department did not require proper preparation 
of the ground for the seed. 

They look at the big Conservation Depart- 
ment, purposely established as a kind of self- 
perpetuating independent state, with more than 
400 employes and four and a half millions a 
year to spend, and they wonder exactly how and 
where their money for fees and licenses is spent. 

They wonder if the Fish and Game Division 
is not top-heavy with 40 biologists and tech- 
niclans (five biologists were sent to St. Louis 
county to study a “painter” track), and they 
wonder why there are so many enforcement 
agents and so few field service officers to work 
with the people in constructive conservation. 


They read and admire the Missouri Conserva- 
tionist, but question supporting it through their 
fees so it can be given free to anybody who asks. 

. . * 

These are some of the complaints which the 
entrenched top echelons of the Conservation 
Department might hear if they got in touch 
with sportsmen across the state. No doubt such 
complaints can be answered, and should be. 
For these complaints are the meat which feeds 
and heartens the meathound crowd. 

Not for a moment would it make sense to 
pass the latest meathound bill. Conservation 
was bad under political rule and, to the contrary, 
became highly respected under a management 
separate from legislative fingers. 

But it appears that the Conservation Depart- 
ment needs to improve its relations with the 
public. And that does not mean hiring publicity 
experts or issuing more statements on progress. 

It means placing more officers in the field 
where the people can see them and work with 
them in the interest of better conservation, It 
means absolute frankness with farmers and 
sportsmen about the state of cover and fish and 
game and forests in Missouri, and about the 
money spent and the results. 

By those means Missourians can be brought 
to full support of a sound conservation program. 
The Conservation Department will be regarded 
more as a field service and less as a research 
laboratory, and more as a neighbor and less as a 
policeman. And meathound legislation will be 
dead enough to be nailed to the Capitol door in 
Jefferson City.

If there are such inequities, they ought to be 
exposed. If the exposure causes political pain 
to a few officials who permitted the inequities 
to arise, that is too bad, but the public can 
bear it. 

Equalization of assessments as between coun-' 
ties ig required by the state Constitution and re- 
quired by state law. The Tax Commission is only 
doing what it is morally and legally bound to do. 
Furthermore the taxpayers of St. Louis county 
have a special interest in seeing statewide equal- 
ization accomplished as soon as possible, for two 
reasons. 

Equalization is essential to a fair sharing of 
state funds (to which St. Louis county residents 
contribute so materially) for public schools. Un- 
equal assessments permit some counties to get 
more than their fair share of state aid while 
assessing too little of the cost of schools against 
their own tax resources. 

And equalization is likewise essential to the 
proper functioning of metropolitan districts, such 
as the new sewer district. Metropolitan agencies 
of this type may hold one of the keys to future 
improvement of the St. Louis area’s govern- 
mental structure. 

Thus the best interests of the county’s taxpay- 
ers call for prompt equalization as between coun- 
ties. If in the process equalization as between 

taxpayers also comes about, that is simple justice. 
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Peter Pan’s Finest Flight 


A half century ago Maude Adams took boys 
and girls of all ages out over the chimney pots 
of London and toward the blinking stars to Never 
Never Land. In the late 1920s, it was Eva Le Gal- 
lienne who gathered up the Darling children, 
Wendie and John and Michael, and flew away 
where the fairy Tinker Bell and the Redskins 
and the Capt. Hook and his pirate band mixed 
so merrily in excited encounter. 

Now the first week in March, 1955, can be re- 
membered as the time when Mary Martin took 
her version of Sir James Matthew Barrie’s “Peter 
Pan” on the airwaves to delight more people per- 
haps than ever saw all the previous versions of 
the elfin boy who needed a mother and wound 
up by getting a whole family of children. In 
either color or black and white NBC’s “Peter 
Pan” was both a spectacle and joyous entertain- 
ment. For just as five minutes is too long if the 
performance is poor, cheap and tawdry, so is 
two hours none too long when actors on the tele- 
vision screen such as Miss Martin and Cyril 
Ritchard and their merry company play a classic 
of imagination and fantasy. 

One of these days the TV chains will come to 
see that nothing is too good for people who do 
the watching. “Peter Pan” is a happy sign. 
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Mr. Humphrey’s Blooper 

Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey, we re- 
gret to note, appears to have contracted a case 
of the affliction that has bothered some other 
office holders before him, It is a peculiar in- 
firmity, for which the only known specific is a 
dose of realism mixed with humility. 

Under the spell of this strange virus, the office 
holder becomes obsessed with the idea that he 
cannot afford to admit having made a mistake. 


Secretary Humphrey seemed to have been bit- 
ten by that bug when he testified before a House 
committee 6n what some Democrats have been 
unkind enough to call Humphrey’s “billion dollar 
blooper.” This is a freshly discovered loophole 
in the Administration’s 1954 tax law, under 
which corporations can reduce their tax liability 
substantially by taking double deductions for 
certain business expenses. 

The Secretary admits that the loophole exists, 
and he favors amendment of the law to remove 
it. But, like other office holders before him, he 
is going through strange contortions in an effort 
to disclaim responsibility for the error. 


“yéu gentlemen passed the law, we didn’t,” 
Mr. Humphrey told the Congressmen. “If you 
made a mistake, I’m sorry.” 

That was a rather ungracious remark coming 
from a Cabinet member who has never been 
modest about hailing the Administration’s 1954 
tax lgw as just about the gre&test work of tax 
architecture in history. Mr. Humphrey’s experts 
labored for months over that tax bill. They 
should have been aware of any billion dollar 
bloopers that were in it. 

The congressional committees have tax experts, 
too. These experts also should have detected the 
loophole which is now belatedly discovered. But 
their failure does not by any means excuse the 
Treasury’s. 

Mr. Humphrey would simplify everything if 
he would just frankly admit that his department 
can make mistakes and in this case did. 
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The More Things Change, Etc. 
Strong resolutions have a way of fading with 
time. None is so certain to fade in March as the 
* late August resolution to have no more to do 
with grass, but let the weeds take over. That was 
a fine, brave, ringing declaration of independ- 
ence when it was made. It held forth the glow- 
ing promise of freedom from seeding, freedom 
from watering, freedom from cutting and free- 
dom from raking. You took the vow and argued 
it up in a boastful way.

Alexander Fleming, Sound Man 

Universities, American as well as European, 
conferred honorary degrees—that tried and 
true academic method of sharing a bit of: 
the limelight—on Sir Alexander Fleming, the 
discoverer of penicillin. But Sir Alexander, work- 
ing in his little laboratory in St. Mary’s hospital, 
in grimy Praed street, Paddington, always said 
that the discovery was an accident. 

In a way it was. Yet it was hardly accidental 
that Fleming had the spores on hand and the 
plate of staphylococci for them to fall in so 
that he might notice the bacteria being killed. 
After all he had been in search of a satisfactory 
antibiotic ever since his disappointing experi- 
ences with antiseptics while serving as a World 
War I medical corps officer. ; 

It might have been a short time or a long 
time before he would have tried the particular 
combination which occurred so fortuitously in 
1928..But he had already done more than enough 
work to show that he and his associates were on 
the trail of the wonder drug. Suffering mankind 
can be thankful for the “short-cut.” Any physi- 
cian will testify that it was worth a Nobel prize. 

Meanwhile Sir Alexander’s modesty—his in- 
sistence on the “accident” and his sharing of the 
eredit with his assistants—is refreshing when 
one hears so many men and so many products

In these crucial times when tyrants 
are vying for control] over the minds of 
men, it is important to examine the 
effects of censorship. Is there a sword 
sharp enough to kill an idea? 

If such did exist this exhibition could 
not take place, for the books in it would 
have been gone forever. 


Censorship is ancient, as much an 
irritating part of society as envy and 
political difference. Plato said Homer 
unexpurgated was unfit for Greek 
youths. Tacitus laughed at those who 
thought they could cheat knowledge “‘by 
exercise of passing authority.” 

Everyone remembers the German

book burnings of 1933. The problem of 
censorship agitates us yet. 

However, there are areas where some 
form of control must be exercised. At 
present there is an outcry to prevent the 
sale of sadistic, sex-confused crime com- 
ics to children, which is perfectly justi- 


‘fied. On the other hand national organ- 


izations and local self-appointed judges 
demand that “improper, salacious’ 
books be swept off library and bookstore 
shelves, pointing to the works of Hem- 
ingway, Zola, Faulkner and Dostoevski. 


Illinois libraries weré ordered to clear 
their shelves of thousands of allegedly 
salacious books until public outcry 
stopped the order. UNESCO literature 
is suppressed in several cities. 


Some attempts are ludicrous: An In- 
diana: woman wanted “Robin Hood” 
banned in schools because it may be 
used for Communist purposes. Else- 
where efforts were made to ban a text- 
book printing Alfred Noyes’ “The High- 
wayman” because the protagonist is 
just that. Most of these attacks were 
defeated by public and press opinion. 


There was much controversy 18 
months ago over the banning from Unit- 
ed States Information ce libraries 
overseas of books written by authors 
charged with following the Communist 
line. Some of these were ed. 


In San Antonio two years ago a ladies’ 
organization proposed to label as sub- 
versive or remove from — cone 
600 books, including wor 
Thomas Mann, Norbert ly woe 
Parker and ah edition of “Moby Die 
It was reported that the-acting Dick 
manager proposed the books be burned. 
Many citizens and the press were out- 
raged and the proposal was halted. 


Nevertheless, most libraries are en- 
couraged to collect and preserve all 
kinds of printed material. But the cen- 
sorious kind of emotional pressure is 
contagious. The public must ever re- 
main alert against apparently minor 
suppressions which might suhvert the 
basic right of the adult erican citizen 
to open channels of information. 

We may feel secure now because of 
eur immense editions; but it has hap- 


pened that a single act of destruction— 
the burning of the library at Alexandria 
—caused the loss of uncounted antique 
works whose very names are lost, 

Nature and life alone conspire against 
the preservation of the past without 
man’s assistance: The seven plays of 
Aeschylus left to us and the “Germania” 
of Tacitus are known in but a single 
manuscript each. 

The United States Post Office is a 
censor. Recently it held up 75 copies of 
a Lenin pamphiet sent to Brown Uni- 
versity because they were “Communist 
propaganda.” It finally forwarded them 
when assured they were used to study 
propaganda, not disseminate it. 

e Post Office censors morals under 
Title 30 CFR, Section 1461, which bans 
indecent and lewd material from the 
mails without specifying what is inde- 
cent. Recently a copy of “Lysistrata” 
was seized. The bookseller concerned 
pointed out that there are thousands in 
United States libraries, that the book 
is in ie here, and, as requested by 
the officials, he supplied a statement by 
a literary expert at the book is of 
classical importance. 

Do we infer there is not a single per- 
son in the Post Office who knows that 
“Lysistrata” is of classical importance? 

The newspaper La Prensa in Buenos 
Aires was suppressed so many times the 
editors shut it down. The United States 
press recently reported that every ag 
of printing entering Saudi Arab 
censored. Kansas has a censor Pi 
movies—a board which decides what 
films we can see and how much of them. 
All this is done in the name of public 
morality and political safety. 

What does banning accomplish? Can 
any censorship face the test of time? 
This exhibition is designed to put the 
problem in historical perspective. Some 
works on display were suppressed so 
well only three or four copies survive. 
Others were secretly printed to avoid 
suppression — “Areopagitica,” for in- 
stance. Included are suppressed and 
censored books which society now con- 
siders fundamental to e tened 
thought and liberal education.

Im analysis of the con- 
gressional elections of 1950, 1952 
and 1954 and the presidential 
election of 1952 clearly indi- 
cates that regardless of whether 
President Eisenhower stands for 
re-election the Senate is. almost 
certain to remain Democratic 
and, with less certainty, that the 
House will stay under Dem- 
ocratic control. 

Democratic leaders privately 
admit that if Mr. Eisenhower's 
name is on the baHots next 
year their margins of Senate 
and House seats will be re- 
duced. They say that against 
any other Republican candidate, 
they would have a walk-in. 

Republican Views. 

Not all Republican leaders 
are as pessimistic as Goldwater. 
For publication, at least, they 
insist that the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration has such wide popu- 
lar sup that by hard work, 
especia at the grass roots 
level, their party can regain con- 
trol of both Houses. Nearly all, 
of course, are hoping and ex- 
pecting the President will ask 
for re-election to complete his 
program. A small segment of 
ultra - conservatives and’ isola- 
tionists argue that Republicans 
could win with a presidential 
candidate of their stripe. 

The present division of the 
Senate, now that Wayne Morse 
of Oregon has switched from 
independent. to the Democratic 
label, is 49 Democrats and 47 
Republicans. The House divi- 
sion is 232 Democrats and: 203 
Republicans. In 1952, when Mr. 
Eisenhower won a personal land- 
slide victory, the Senate was 
divided 48 Republicans, 47 Dem- 
ocrats and independent Morse. 
The Eighty-third House was split 
at the beginning of the first ses- 
sion into 221 Republicans, 210 
Democrats, 1 independent and 
3 vacancies. 

The Democratic leaders are 
not looking so much to the na- 
tional estimates of this week’s 
Gallup poll, that the Democrats 
outnumber Republicans by 20,- 
000,000 potential voters, as they

offices. Former Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman Stephen Mitch- 
ell said, after a study of the 
1954 returns, that the party vic- 
tory was “like an iceberg, be- 
cause we picked up so much 
strength at the grass roots” 
which did not show up in the 
congressional elections. This 
was especially true about House 
seats, many of which had been 
gerrymandered by Republican

sus. 

Arithmetic and Geography. 

Arithmetic and geography are 
the principal reasons for favor- 
able Democratic prospects for 
the Senate in 1956 and 1958. 

Last year the Democrats, 
against heavy. odds, made a net 
gain of two seats although 22 
of the seats at stake were held 
by Démocrats and 16 by Repub- 
licans. Next year there will be 
32 seats tested and of these, 
17 are held by Republicans and 
only 15 by Democrats. Of these 
15 seats, eight are in the South 
where Democrats almost invari- 
ably win. 

In 1958 there will be 20 Re- 
publican seats at stake and only 
12 Democratic seats, six of which 
are in southern or border states 
which usually elect Democrats. 

Senate Democrats who are al- 
most certain to win re-election 
next year are Lister Hill of 
Alabama, William Fulbright of 
Arkansas, George A. Smathers 
of Florida, Walter F. George of 
Georgia, Russell B’ Long of 
Louisiana, A. S. Mike Monroney 
of Oklahoma, Samuel J, Irvin Jr. 
of North Carolina, and Olin D. 
Johnson of South Carolina. 
Should any one of them retire 
or be defeated in a primary, the 
Democratic nominee would 
probably win. 

Six other Democrats seeking 
re-election, who at this time 
seem to have a considerable

New Structure in Capital Has 8 .Floors, 3 
Below Ground — Color Used to Break 


Grim Lines.

T HE Armed Services Institute of Pathology, one of the world’s |

most unusual institutions, is completing a move this week 
into the only public building in the capital specifically designed 
to withstand the blast of an atomic bomb. 


The $6,000,000 structure is of 
steel and concrete, without win- 
dows, and stands five stories 
above the ground and three be- 
low. Two small “expendable” 
wings have windows. The en- 
trances and exits of the main 
structure can be closed by 
massive steel vault doors in the 
event of attack. 

The building, which is to be 
dedicated in May, is on the 
grounds of Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center about five miles 
from the White House. On the 


theory an atomic attack would 
be aimed at the Executive Man- | 
sion or nearby federal buildings | 
the wall of the institute building

doubly reinforced. 


No Thing of Beauty. 


The monolithic box-like struc- 
ture is nothing of beauty, par- 
ticularly to those whose tastes 
run to conventional architec- 
tural designs. The concrete ex- 
terior has been cast in the form 
of rough-textured panels with 
alternating vertical and hori- 
zontal lines providing patterns 
to break up the stark simplicity 
of the concrete. Some persons 
find the bulk and proportions 
of the structure grim but not 
unpleasing. 

The lack of windows is com- 
pensated for in the interior by 
the use of air conditioning and 
colors from the “warm” portion 
of the spectrum. The monotony 
of the corridors is reduced by 
division into short segments, by 
variation in color schemes and 
by intermittent horizontal illu- 
mination from recessed display 
cases, which give the effect of 
windows. 


The gleaming laboratories 
that will be used by some 450 
doctors, scientists and techni- 
cians are built around central 
service cores containing hot and 
cold water, waste, gas, com-' 
pressed air, vacuum and steam 
pipes and stacks for the ex- 
haustion of fumes. 

Shower heads for emergency 
use are installed in the ceilings 
of corridors near the laboratory 
entrances. The showers are 
controlled by chains looped to 
the walls. If a laboratory work- 
er’s clothing should accidentally 
become ignited by fire or explo- 
sion he can run to a shower 
and, if in danger of losing con- 
sciousness, can allow his body 
to slump into the loop of chain, 
releasing a heavy stream of 
water. 

Air-Conditioning Setup. 

The air-conditioning system 
was planned as an integral part 
of the bomb-resistant closures, 
which can be controlled by

emergency buttons. Most of the 
air is released and not recircu- 
lated to prevent the dissemina- 
tion of dangerous bacteria and 
viruses, radioactive material and 
objectionable odors. An addi- 
tional safety factor is provided 
by filtration and incineration 
facilities. 

The building’s electrical ca- 
pacity is about that of an “av- 
erage” town of 5000 persons. 
In the event of power failure 
automatic equipment will start 
a 175-kilowatt emergency diesel 
generator which will supply the 
circuits indefinitely.

As Prime Minister Churchill 
pointed out earlier this month in 
four, three, or maybe even two 
years the Soviet Union will have 
reached the point of atomic sat- 
uration, so that our superiority 
will have small value, and Rus- 
sia will be able to deliver its 
atomic weapons on North Amer- 
ica. When that time comes the 
remaining elements of military 
superiority left to us will be the 
excellence of our defenses and 
the capacity of civil defense to 
mitigate the disasters of nuclear 
attack. 

Civil Defense . . . a Stepchild. 

Civil defense, according to re- 
cent thinking on this subject, 
should be one of the three pil- 
lars of the defense of the United 
States, not a federal stepchild 
farmed out to the states, under 


This idea was written into the 
act with the concurrence of the 
Defense Departmént. The armed 
forces felt that they could not 
afford to have large numbers of 
their personnel and resources 
committed to civil defense. They 
wished to be relieved of bur- 
dens not connected with getting 
on with the war. 

The Hopley report on civil 
defense submitted to the late 
Secretary of Defense James For- 


restal, Oct. 1, 1948, had rec- 
ommended that a separate sec- 
retary for civil defense be set 
up in the Defense Department. 
The Hopley report was at- 
tacked irresponsibly by ‘certain 
commentators and government 
officials. Forrestal was ill and 
unable to defend it, or Hopley, 
and President Truman turned 
the whole thing over to the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board. 
The board recommended the 
present legislation on Sept. 8, 
1950. It followed the main lines 
of the Hopley report except for 
relieving the Defense Depart- 
ment of any responsibility.

In the last war, particu- 
larly, bits of tissue and other 
material were flown from all 
parts of the world to the insti- 
tute in Washington for analysis, 
and .reports were sent back by 
cable or wireless when required. 
The system proved an im- 
mensely important diagnostic 
aid to doctors in the field. 

Quarters for animals used in 
research on human and animal 
disease are on the top floor, 
which also houses a greenhouse, 
an aviary and an animal X-ray, 
surgery and autopsy suite. Pho-

The institute is an outgrowth 
of the Army Medical Museum, 
founded in 1862 as a center for 
doctors seeking information on 
diseases and injuries of military 
significance. Its three chief 
functions are consultation, train- 
ing and research and it now 
serves all branches of the armed 
forces, the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion, the Public Health Service, 
other Government agencies and 
civilian pathologists. 


One of its branches is the 
medical illustration service 
which maintains and extensive 
loan library of medical films for 
the armed services and civilian 
medical groups. Illustrations 
for medical articles may be ob- 
tained from its print collection, 
as well as visual aids for teach- 
ing. The service has about 
1,000,000 items in its files. 

The institute houses about 
700,000 accessions, including 
surgical biopsy specimens, com- 
plete autopsy data and allied 
pathology material. This is filed 
for teaching and research, and 
for the use of future generations.

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What Makes This Patient Tick 
Is a Plastic Valve for His Heart 


DETROIT, March 12 (AP) — 
Spurgeon Cooley will tick like a 
clock for the rest of his life. 
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But that life probably would not 
have been long if it were not for 
a nee device that causes the 
tick. 

A’ transparent plastic valve 
was installed in Cooley’s chest 
yesterday to correct a leaking 
heart valve. 

A plastic ball bounces in the 


valve as regular as the heart- 
beat, causing the ticking noise. 

Cooley, 53-year-old bartender, 
was reported doing well today 
following the five-hour opera- 
tion. Hundreds of doctors attend- 
ing the Michigan Medical So- 
ciety’s Clinical Institute wit- 
nessed the surgery by closed cir- 
cuit television from Receiving 
Hospital to a hotel. 

The operation was performed 
by a team headed by Dr. Pres- 
cott Jordan Jr., of the hospital 
staff and the Wayne University 
faculty. 

Prior to the operation, the 
pumping action of Cooley’s heart 
was ineffective because the aortic 
valve through which red blood 
leaves .the heart failed to close 
at the end of each beat. 

About 30 per cent of the blood 
was leaking back into the heart 
chamber. Surgeons said that in 
‘such cases life expectancy is less 
than a year.

The general barometer of 
business conditions this week 
pointed to fair weather for the 
steel industry, for the booming 
automobile business, for the 
railroads and for other bulwarks 
of the nation’s economy.

There’s always 
gloom mm a clubhouse after a 
losing game. It’s a team re- 
action and a healthy one, not 
something a manager inspires 
or orders. Would you prefer 
a club that whistled and sang 
and. talked about Marilyn 
Monroe after losing a ball 
game and dropping into the 
or division? 

You'll Find Malcontents 


he Any Baseball Club. 
E’VE been on: the base- 
ball scene for many long 
years and we never saw 
a club, especially a good, con- 
tending one, without a few 
disgruntled players. The bat- 
ter who is getting his base 
hits is happy. The guy in a 
slump is mad at everybody. 
He curses the manager when 
he gets a take sign with the 
call two and nothing or three 
and one. He believes the 
manager, the whole world, is 
conspiring against him. The 
substitute with spirit is un- 
happy because he isn’t play- 
ing. The losing pitcher gets 


' to believe that his manager 


is hurting him. 

An example was the case 
of George Munger and Eddie 
Dyer. There never was a 
more gentlemanly baséball 
man than Dyer, nor a more 
considerate one of his players.

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St. Louisan Tries Bird Hunting in Spain.

HOOTING partridges in Spain is excellent sport, Francis 
Fabick of Ladue discovered recently when he had a chance 
to participate in a hunt while on a business trip to the 


European country, 

“We wert out on the last day 
of the season, to a place near 
Albacete, kbout a six-hour drive 
from Madrid,” Fabick related. 
“By that time the birds had be- 
come wary and wily. 

“Add to this the fact that the 
partridges move very fast and 
cut didos in flight, and you have 
terrific shooting.” 


The type of hunting found in 
Spain is uncommon in the United 
States, Fabrick observed. 

“We made six drives—three 
in the morning and three in the 


afternoon,” he said. “There were 
10 hunters, with 44 o.ner mien | 
designated as ‘beaters.’ 


“The hunters would take their | 


places along a straight line, 
usually 35 to 40. yards apart. 
Then the beaters would start out 
from about one and one-half 
miles away, moving through the 
countryside, yelling and beating 
the brush to stir up the coveys of 
partridges. 


“In the meantime, the hunters, 
hidden behind a pile of scrubby 
brush or small blinds made of 
cut. branches would await the 


birds, flying ahead of the ad- 
vancing beaters. 


Party Gets 168 Birds. 


“When the partridges did ap- 
pear, you had to shoot fast be- 
cause they might come suddenly 
from over the side of a hill or 
from any other spot in front of 
the hunters. 


“I believe the partridge moves 
faster than doves, which I have 
shot often. It has great maneuv- 
erability in flight.” 


The 10 hunters including Fa- 
bick bagged 168 birds on their 
one-day trip. Since relatively few 


persons in Spain can afford to 
buy ammunition and firearms, 
\there are no game limits in that 
country. Fabick said it is not 
unusual for 1500 to 3000 birds 
to be bagged in one day by a 
hunting party. 

His party used double-barreled 
12-gauge shotguns and No. 7% 
shells. Each hunter had a man 
who carried the guns. 

“He not only kept loaded guns 
available when the shooting be- 
gan, but he would call your at- 
tention to nearby game, retrieve 
fallen birds and help you on with 
the hunting coat,” Fabick said. 


The hunters drew lots for their 


positions in the line in the first be Dr. H 


‘shoot ofthe day, then rotated 
places thereafter. 


Sometimes beaters flush out 
hares and wild pigs in addition 
‘to ridges in their drives, 
Fabick said. These animals also 
are shot by the hunters. The 
day the Ladue sportsman was 
out, 15 hares were killed.

Greens Up on Farm

early in March, there comes a spell of weather which 

nearly convinces us that spring has arrived in earnest. 
Blizzards still may lie ahead; yet these warm and balmy 
days are a welcome fore- 
taste of the end of winter. 
Buds swell and the grass 
greens up to give promise 
of the growing season that 
lies ahead. It was on Feb. 
24 that we left northern 
lowa in a snowstorm which 
made driving difficult, on 
our latest Audubon speak- 
ing tour.

ANY a father would like to 
M get closer to his boy, but 
does not know how to do 
so. When the lad is very small, 
his associations are naturally 
with his mother. As he gets 
older, the father still feels baf- 
fled but assures himself. that 
Son will turn to him as he be- 
comes interested in the affairs 
of men. When that time comes, 
however, father is baffled even 
more—he finds the boy is inter- 
ested in what other boys are 
doing; and wants to exclude his 
father. 
Edgar S. Bley offers help to 
all fathers in a new book called 
“Have Fun With Your Son” 
($2.50 from_ Sterling Publishing 
Co., Inc., 215 E. Thirty-seventh 
street, New York 16, N.Y., or at 
your bookstore or public library), 
Outlining “101 things to do with 
your 6-to-10-year-old boy,” he 
promises that none of these 
things require any money—a 
valuable inducement nowadays,

boy’s trip to see his father at 
work,” Bley rightly points out:

Soft, Downy Pillows in St. Louis

E have here a non-progress 
W rote. just for the novelty of 

it. In this nylonic, orlonic, 
supersonic, neonic and dacronic 
age, in this spun-plastic era of 
astounding chemical advances, 
in this time of substitute ma- 
terials and improved synthetics 
for the substitutes, one nice old- 
fashioned commodity is holding 
up quite well. 

Feathers. 

For pillows. 

Modern man, of course, has 
available to him pillows stuffed 
with foam rubber and Various 
laboratory-type fluffy whatzit 
but, like his grandpop’s father, 
he remains highly interested {in 
getting all the feathers he can 
lay his head on. , 

This sleepyhead’s preference 
shows no sign of any drastic 
change, according to officials of 
a St. Louis firm — a firm of 
feather merchants founded here 
107 years ago. This probably 
makes it the oldest concern of 
its type in the country. For cer- 
tain,. the Star Bedding Co. at 
3908 North Broadway is one of 
the oldest such firms. 

It is housed in a prosaic ap- 
pearing building, no different 
from its staid surroundings, but 
through it pass imports from 
exotic lands over the world. It 
is a going, prosperous business, 
a testimonial to two long-ago 
Austrian immigrants who could 
think on their feet in a strange 
land and turn ideas into assets. 

It was founded in 1848 by Mor- 
ris and Charles Taussig, and 
has been in the family ever 
since. It is now headed by W. E. 
Wahlert, 71-year-old grandson 
of Morris Taussig. i 

As mentioned, the firm is 
housed prosaically, which would 
seem appropriate for what at 
first glance seems to be a pro- 
saic product—pillows. Except, 
when feather merchants get to 
talking about their product, pil- 
lows somehow don’t sound so 
taken-for-granted. 
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HE feathers in that $3.98 job 
T on the bargain counter could 

have represented the focal 
point of river-bank haggling as 
a Chinese coolie bargained des- 
perately with a junk captain for 
his asking price in rice for the 
evening meal. Or they may have 
been plucked by European farm 
wives, who, by long, long cus- 
tom, get together socially for 
combination kaffee klatches and 
goose pluckings. This was a 
forerunner to canasta and 
sources close to the goose pic- 
ture say it will be here when 
canasta is gone. 

The St. Louis firm gets feath- 
ers from Indochina, Formosa, 
Europe—lots of places. They 
just got in some nice duck 
feathers from Siam. An affi- 
davit must be signed with each 
shipment, testifying the feath- 
ers came from no Communist 
geese or ducks in Iron Curtain 
countries. All of this volume 
importing represents a startling 
change-over from the old days. 

Pillow feathers are relatively 
hard to come by now because 
what is now Communist China 
had been the main source of sup- 
ply. But to the Taussig brothers 
of the 1800s, the idea of import- 
ing feathers to St. Louis would 
have been hilariously ridiculous 
—like carrying coals to Cen- 
tralia. 

They built their business on 
exporting feathers from _ St. 
Louis, and from the central 
states region. 

Feathers were to be had for 
the picking. Then the goose 
went out. This is what hap- 
pened. Anybody who cares to 
use the goose as a gauge of com- 
parison between modern living 
and old-timey rugged individual- 
ism may feel free to do so. 
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HE Taussigs came here look- 
T ing for a_ business, and 

started a general store out 
in Carondelet. Things were go- 
ing fairly well, but they weren't 
content just to sit‘around the 
store and wait for customers or 
opportunity or somehody to 
drop by. 

Feathers! That's what Morris 
Taussig thought. Here in this 
wide and fertile land were more 
feathers than you could shake a 
goose crook at. Back home in 
Austria, he remembered, feath- 
ers for bedding were scarce. 
Farm families used their own 
and there was a demand to be 
met. He met it. The Taussigs 
became feather merchants, 
bought the feather crops here 
and sent them to Europe. 

They got back gold for their 
product. They expanded. The 
export business lasted for 30 


years or so, then dwindled out. ’ 


The old gray goose was gone, for 
exporting purposes; and import- 
ing became necessary in later 
years. As time passed the firm 
became incorporated, in 1884, as 
Wahlert-Guentzler—M. E. Wahl- 
ert, father of the present presi- 
dent, and Theodore Guentzler, 
sales chief and head buyer. 

But what happened to that 
goose population? 
In their office the other day 
the bedding company officials 
explained. | 

Fowl such as geese and duck 
were easy to raise and if streams 
were avaiable could be almost 
entirely self-sufficient. - They 
were practically a necessity to 
farm’ life, when farms of neces- 
sity had to be largely self-suffi- 
cient. So. most folks had geese 


and ducks. * 
Joseph Steimhart, vice presi-

dent, also had this to say: 
“Geese also furnished a diver- 
sion, a form of entertainment. 
Although it’s hard to believe 
now, farm -families and their 
neighbors looked forward eager- 
ly to goose pluckings—like barn 
raisings and the like. Remember, 
there were no movies, no radio, 
and it was hard to get to places 
of entertainment.” 

So folks plucked geese, as in 
Europe, This was the forerunner 
to Milton Berle. 

Nevertheless, the goose Was 
en route out — by large scale 
measurements. Transportation 
improved; marketing improved 
and, also, other forms of enter- 
tainment began to compete with 
sitting around pulling feathers 
out of a goose. 

“People were no longer de- 
pendent on geese and ducks as 
a major factor in food supply,” 
Steinhart said. They could get 
beef or pork from the store. And 
certain inherent disadvantages 
led to the downfall of the popu- 
larity of geese. The farmer's 
wife hated to cook them because 
they were hard to get ready for 
the pan; the few feathers didn’t 
seem worth the trouble as the 
store-bought era came in and, 
besides, no more people really 
liked the taste of geese than do 
now. In other words, not many. 
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Mev ready cash became 


available, merchandising dis- 
tribution improved, the 
goose population fell off and 
also the duck residency on farms. 


“It’s significant to note,” said- 
Wahlert, “that in poor countries, 
such as China, geese and ducks 
are the mainstay they have been 
since ancient times.” 

Despite the local lack of 
feather supply, the firm, by then 
Wahlert-Guentzler—which had 15 
warehouses on the riverfront 
before the firm, under the name 
of Star Bedding, moved to the 
present site in 1927—went mer- 
rily on. Feather exporting was 
out, but a new industry was in. 

Bedding. Mainly making pil- 
lows. 

Women used to make their 
own bedding, for their familiés. 
Feathers were sold in bags and 
whoever heard of buying a 
ready-made mattress or pillow? 
Pshaw. 

Along came the St. Louis 
World’s Fair in 1904 and the 
feather firm, busily engaged in 
selling feathers by the bag, was 
swamped with orders for ready- 
made pillows. 

“Literally swamped,” said 
Wahlert. “I'll never forget those 
days. When a 2200-room inn 
went up at the fair grounds we 


had to furnish pillows on short . 


notice. My job was sewing and 
sewing—I was just a boy, but 
I remember we worked days and 
night and even on Sundays and 
I mean worked.” 

This idea about buying pillows 
instead of chasing those elusive 
geese caught on; the firm now 
distributes several hundred thou- 
sand pillows annually to 26 
states and has supplied large St. 
Louis department stores for dec- 
ades. It’s been 20 years or more 
since they made a feather mat- 
tress, however, and they never 
did make many. “f 

But do not bewail the passing 
of the feather mattress. It never 
was much good. We are quoting 
Wahlert. He said innersprings 
and cotton-felt and so on led to 
its demise and rightfully so. 

“The old feather mattress did 
have “one great advantage, 
though, as I’m sure any farm 
boy who ever slept on one will 
testify,” he said, “It was perfect 
insulation, and it was mighty 
warm. It was good for old drafty 
houses with inadequate heat, but 
that’s about all I can say for it.” 

He feels that backward-look- 
ers who mourn the passing of 
the F.M. remember mainly how 
nice and warm it felt when one

was being ordered out at the 
cold of dawn to milk the cows 
and pursue other healthful and 
constructive occupations.

In his 30 years 
with the firm, where his father 
worked before him, he has seen 
feather prices as low as 10 cents 
a pound. The shortage is re- 
sponsible for the skyrocketing 
prices. 

The shortage, in fact, became 
so acute during World War II 
that sportsmen were urged by 
Ducks Unlimited, Inc., to save 
all small body feathers of wild 
ducks and geese for military use. 
Sleeping bags, which Star Bed- 
ding manufactured; high altitude 
pilot’s clothing and so on, 

That’s a comparatively new 
use of feathers—but feathers go 
way back in history, according 
to historians who wielded goose 
quill pens. Fine feathers .were 
the pride of homes that could 
afford them for bedding, despite 
today’s slightly superior attitude 
toward t old feather bed. 

So prized were those beds, the 
officials of this old St. Louis 
firm pointed out, that immi- 
grants coming to settle in this 
country often brought only their 
money, clothing and their 
feather beds. As for the Taus- 
sigs, they managed to bring 
along some ingenuity to boot 
and that ever saleable item—a 
idea. 

“And right on up to this very 
day feathers are as important 
as they ever were,” said Stein- 
hart, happily pummeling a downy 
pillow and extolling its virtues.

USICIANS and music lov- 
Mers who are distressed by 


the technical imperfections 
of musical performance will be 
glad to know that science has 
produced a machine that will 
be free from all human error. 
It can not only make a sound 
that will imitate the most beau- 
tiful tones of any human voice 
or any humanly manipulated in- 
strument but also will be able 
to satisfy anybody’s unrealized 
ideal of what a perfect musical 
sound should be. Presumably 
it will combine any conceivable 
number of sound patterns, as 
well, and the resulting com- 
= will be wholly free from 
ad intonation, faulty balances, 
ragged entrances, wrong notes 
or any other human blemish. 


This machine was recently uh- 
veiled at the laboratories of the 
Radio Corporation of America in 
Princeton, N.J., with David 
Sarnoff presiding. Sarnoff ex- 
plained that the machine was 
not yet ready to demonstrate all 
of its potentialities. But from 
what the invited audience saw 
and heard they inferred that it

POPULAR INDOOR SPORT 
Ae City Art Museum for the 
last week and at the Artists’ 
Guild for the last 15 days has 
been disagreeing with the two

NEW YORK, March 12. 
FTER threatening to come 
A into town during the Thanks- 
giving season, the Christmas 
season and the New Year's sea- 
son, “Silk Stockings” finally de- 
cided to give itself up for Lent. 

It opened at the Imperial last 
week, the end-product of a fabu- 
lous out-of-town sortie in which 
‘the authors were changed, the 
directors were changed, the 
‘choreographers were changed.

Receive John Scott Medals 
for Invention of Elec- 
tronic Device. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 12 
(UP)—Two physicists were hon- 
ored today for their invention 
of the transistor, a revolutionary 
little electronic device that has 
replaced vacuum tubes in many 
appliances. 

Dr. Walter H. Brattain, a Bell 
Telephone laboratories research 
physicist of Chatham, N.J., and 
Dr. John Bardeen, Champaign, 
Ill., University of Illinois physics 


and electrical engineering pro- 
fessor, will receive John Scott 
medals for their invention. 


Bardeen was a Bell scientist at 
the time he and Brattain in- 
vented the transistor, which has 
no vacuum, grid or cathode, re- 
quires no warm-up time and 
operates on small amounts of 
power. It is being used in tele- 
phone equipment, hearing aids 
and military devices. 

The medals, along with $1000 
prizes, will be awarded March 
18 in Baltimore at an American 
Physical Society banquet. They 
are named for John Scott, an 
Edinburgh (Scotland) chemist 
who established the award in 
1816. 

Scott entrusfed the adminis- 
tration of his legacy to the City 
of Philadelphia. He instructed 


that awards be given to “ingeni- 


ous men and women who make 
useful inventions.” 

Originally the prize money 
was only $20, but over the years, 
the original $4000 legacy has 
grown to $110,000 and the pfe- 
miums increased. 

During its 139-year history 
John Scott medals have gone to 
more than 500 persons, including 
Orville Wright, Thomas A. Edi- 
son, Madame Marie Curie and 
Guglielmo Marconi.

0 LD WARSON COUNTRY CLUB, which boasts not only a 


extensive terrace, swimming: pool, 


outdoor dance floor, 


tennis courts and one of the finest golf courses in America, 


is open to the membership. 

Last Saturday and Sunday 
after 4 o'clock the 325.men, 
who for more than a year have 
watched its building progress, 
took their dressed-up wives 
on an inspection tour from 
gracious living room to stain- 
less steel kitchen (which is 
something to see), drom car- 
peted locker rooms to an 
empty basement which is be- 
ing considered for several 
uses, and from the pro house, 
a diminutive Williamsburg 
building, to trees shading the 
terrace at No. 9 tee. 


There was music but, except 
for hors d’oeuvres, no pre- 
tense at serving food because 
of the large crowd. However 
the bar was open and drinks 
were served, although the re- 
cipients were frequently cau- 
tioned not to damage the rugs 
and to be careful of cigarettes. 

The over-all picture is that 
of a luxurious Virginia coun- 
try house, not overly large but 
adequate and comfortable. 
The decor is eighteenth cen- 
tury, done in jewel tones— 
ruby, sapphire, topaz and em- 
erald—and the furnishings are 
English antiques and modern 
reproductions. 

The long living room, with 
picture windows looking out 
to the broad brick terrace and 
dance floor, has curry yellow 
walls -similar to the gover- 
nor’s palace in Williamsburg, 
white woodwork and thick off- 
white carpet. A Georgian fire- 
place is flanked by long 


curved davenports covered 
with black and white blocked 
linen to match the window 
hangings. Conversational 
groupings continue down the 
room to the opposite end 
where an enormous screen 
blocks a door except when 
large parties are in progress. 
On one wall the fragrance of 
white hyacinths emanates 
from an old iron and brass 
French bread rack brought 
from Paris. Crystal chande- 
liers and sconces provide il- 
lumination. 

The jewel tones, according 
to Mrs. Mildred McNair Meek, 
who did the decorating, “flow 
from one room to another,” 
to ruby jn the small card 
room, Williamsburg blue in 
the cove-lighted dining room 
where monogramed service 
plates were made to match. 
Each of the chairs surround- 
ing the dinner tables is of a 
different jewel color. 


One of the most interesting 
rooms is the Harlequin, with 
turquoise walls painted with 
harlequin murals by Tom Bla- 
zier, St. Louis artist. The re- 
cessed bar is partly enclosed 
by three walls covered with 
raw Japanese silk cut into col- 
orful diamonds and superim- 
posed on white, and the fur- 
niture is black iron and brass, 
The giant chandelier has iron 
arms and huge brass bobeches 
with tall black candles and 
tiny candle globes. Tassels,

You can now ride free on St. Louis Public Service 
Company buses and streetcars, simply by shopping in 
dowtown St. Louis at the many shops and stores 
that display the Co-Transit sign.

When you board a bus or streetcar to go 
downtown, ask the operator for a Co-Transit ticket 
when you pay your fare.

Homes Demand 
‘To Stay High’ 


NEW YORK—The demand for 
new single-family homes will re- 
main strong despite the current 
low level of new household for- 
mation, it was asserted by Dr. 
George Cline Smith, economist 
for D. W. Dodge Corp., address- 
ing the American Bankers As- 
sociation’s annual savings and 
mortgage conference here last 
week. 

Dr. Smith reported that con- 
tract awards in the 37 eastern’ 
states in January and February 
for future construction of sin- 
gle-family homes totaled $1,276,- 
000,000, according to Dodge re- 
ports totals. This set a new rec- 
ord, he said, some 60 per cent 
ahead of the same two-month 
period last year. 

Dr. Smith told the bankers 
that he “would expect some ta- 
pering off in the rate of housing 
starts and housing contract 
awards later this year.” But he 
added that this tapering off 
would not be disastrou$, because 
the demand for housing in this 
country will remain strong.

Sees Little Speculation. 

Dr. Smith told the audience 
that he saw no signs of a spec- 
ulative boom in _ construction 
similar to that of the 1920's. 

“If we compare the current 

situation with the peak years 
of 1926 and 1927,” he said, “‘we 
find a world of difference, It 
is true that in dollar terms we 
are building about three times 
as much as we did then. But the 
dollar is a rubber yardstick, and 
it is a far smaller thing now 
than it was in the 1920's. That’s 
the first big difference. 
“The second difference is that 
the country has grown enorm- 
ously in the last 30 years, and a 
bigger country just naturally 
ought build more. 

“A third difference is that 
public construction, which is 
generally non-speculative, is a 
bigger share of the total than 
it was in the 1920’s. 

“To draw a fair comparison, 
we can take private construction 
outlays, the area most subject 
to possible speculative dangers, 
deflate these outlays by using 
an index of constriction costs, 
and then adjust for growth of 
the country by putting them on 
a per capita basis. 

“If we do this, we find that 
today’s volume of private con- 
struction is approximately three 
fourths as high as the 1926 
peak.”

Some Still Reflect the City’s Architectural Tastes in the 1860s and 1870s 


[TH THE OUTWARD EXPANSION of St. 
Louis, the downtown commercial and 
‘industrial district has steadily en- 
croached on the old residential sections that 
once fringed what is now the heart of the city. 
Most of the old homes have been torn down, 
converted to other uses, or have deteriorated 
into slums. But along some of the quiet resi- 
dential side streets of South St. Louis—the 
close-in South Side—there are still rows of 
typical homes of the 1860s and 1870s. Well- 


preserved and outwardly unchanged, they reflect 
the dominant architectural influences of the time. 

Some of the structures have a considerable 
sameness in their prim, straight lines, hut most 
achieve individuality with variations in height, roof 
lines, window design, use of brick and stone. The 
German influence is strongly evident in the form of 
lintels over windows and doors, stone stills, gabled 
roofs on brick homes built flush with the sidewalks.

Playing to standing room only since its opening last Novem- 
ber 4, “Fanny” has been grossing some $85,000 a week. From 
this it clears about $19,500, which, according to the entertainment 
trade paper Variety, is the biggest operating profit of any regular 
show in modern Broadway history. Merrick and Logan split the 
weekly fit with the investors. Logan gets 22 per cent, or 
about $4400; Merrick, 274% per cent, or about $5400. That's a

Me | e success story of “Fanny” is also the success story of 
David Merrick. Its prologue is more than a quarter of a century 
of persevering in the theater. David Margulois—that was his 
name in his St. Louis days—participated in dramatics at Central 
High, from which he graduated in 1930, winning a scholarship. 
His interest in the theater continued during his attendance at 
Washington University and at St. Louis University Law School, 
om which he was graduated in 1937. Even while working for his 
aw degree he had im mind the idea that legal training would 
come in handy in the business end of the theater. While going 
to school he was active in such dramatic groups as the Y.M.H.A. 
Dramatic Club and Rooftop Players. 

In 1944 he began an apprenticeship with Herman Shumlin, 
a top New York producer. He served Shumlin, in turn, as press 
agent, stage, production and general manager. By 1949 Merrick 
was ready for his first try as a producer. As co-producer of a 
play called “Clutterbuck” he displayed ingenuity in keeping the 
play alive for six months. This im natal the show's investors, 
a factor that later helped raise preliminary cash for “Fanny.” 

Impressed with the trilogy of plays “Marius,” “Cesar” and 
"Fanny" by Frenchman Marcel Pagnol, and also. the French 
movies of them, Merrick determined to produce them in America. 
He reasoned that a musical would better capture the trilogy’s 
lusty Gallic flavor than straight drama. In 1950 he began per- 
sonal pursuit of the rights to the plays. He found Pagnol living 
in Monte Carlo, an honored citizen of the Principality of Monaco. 
When a snoopy Monaco telephone operator ao a to put Mer- 
rick’s call through to Pagnol, Merrick walked to the author's 
home, found Pagnol agreeable to the musical idea if funds could 
be obtained. Returning to New York, Merrick raised $150,000 
from three angels, flew back to Monte Carlo and closed the deal 
with Pagnol.

Long Dormant Volcanic Cones 
On Hawaiian Island in Eruption 


ILLAGERS ON THE EASTERN TIP of Hawaii 
Island, largest in the Hawaiian Islands group, 
have long tilled the soil under the shadow of 

dormant volcanic cones. Soil resulting from the 

, decomposition of volcanic materials is extremely 
fertile, and valuable sugar cane crops were culti- 
vated in the area. 

Then came a week of fiery volcanic eruptions 
forging 600 persons to evacuate four villages. An 
estimated $2,000,000 damage was done to cane and 
timber lands. First eruptions came from the Pullena 
cinder cone which had been quiet for more than 
50 years. A two and oo e804 mile long fissure 
opened at the base of the 880-foot tall cone. The 
fissure firat spouted blue and white sulphur fumes, 
then fiery lava boiled over. Earthquake rumblings 
and light shocks accompanied the newly awakened 
volcano. 

Following. the Pullena eruption, the volcanic 
earth popped open at various spots along a 20-mile 
slo om the Kilauea crater to the active volcano 
fields on the Pune Peninsula. The fissures spat 
orange-red lava.

LONG BEACH, CALIF. 
When it comes to devices that help hold 
families together, ours ts what we believe 
to be the oldest of its kind in existence— 
a round-robin letter, started 67 years ago 
and still going strong. 

My grandfather, John L. Mason of 
Paola, Kan., began it all back in 1888. A 
farmer who loved his land and his 10 
children, he was distressed when the boys 
and girls grew up and began to move 
away. But one day he found a way to keep 
in close touch with every one (along with 
the nine in-laws they brought into the 
family), no matter how far they might 
roam. 

Grandfather’s idea was a letter. He sent 
it to the first name on his mailing list, and 
with it he enclosed the list itself. He asked 
that the recipient read the letter, add one 
of his own and pass both along to the next 
“name” for more of the same. When the 
whole accumulation got back to him, 


Grandfather figured, he would have all 
the news of marriages, births, deaths, 
crops, jobs and other related matters—and 
so would all the rest of the family. 

Well, he figured right. The round robin 
“clicked” from the start and is still click- 
ing. Grandfather is long gone now, but 
three of the original correspondents are 
alive: my uncle and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. 
H. A. Lewis of Riverside, Calif., and 
Uncle Joe Weathers of Windsor, Mo. 


20 Writers in Seven States 


And these three are reinforced by 16 
cousins (besides me) whose ages range 
from 17 to 91. One member of the group 
actually has been contributing to the letter 
for more than 50 years. 

Today the family is scattered across 
seven states—California, Colorado, Wash- 
ington, Oregon, Kansas, Idaho and Mis- 
souri—and one foreign country, Mexico. 
On the average, the round robin makes

three complete circuits a year. Each re- 
cipient snips off his or her last letter, then 
adds a new one. That way we're never 
more than a few months behind on the 
news—which is more than a lot of families 
can say! 

The little homely bits of personal in- 
formation, of course, are what make the 
round robin more interesting to most of 
us than a best-selling novel. There also 
are more exotic touches. One cousin up 
in Neah Bay, Wash., describes his latest 
experiences in the salmon fisheries there. 
Another, the one in Mexico, keeps us 
posted on his mission work. 

Sometimes a child in the family “gets 
into the act” with a penciled scrawl or a 
picture of a man, a tree, a house or a 
ship. Sometimes teenagers surprise the rest 
of us with some real poetry. 

By mutual consent, we now pass the 
letter on to the relative who lives closest. 
(Grandfather's mailing list had to be given

up long ago.) We have two rules: Each 
correspondent must include the latest news 
about himself and every sheet of paper 
must be written on both sides. 

Usually the letter takes three 3-cent 
stamps, sometimes four or five. We think 
that’s about the cheapest “family unity 
insurance in the world. The various 
branches of our family might well have 
lost contact with each other, but the round 
robin has prevented that—and cemented 
bonds of lasting affection besides. a

CHIANG KAI-SHEK: 
50 years a fighter _., cus ome: 


His position is perilous—but he's bested peril before. Here's a closeup of Free China's leader today 


7 TAIPEI, FORMOSA. 
A Chinese farmer’s son who gained control of a fifth 
of the human race, lost it and hopes to regain it sits 
squarely on an international hot spot here. He is 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek, president of Nation- 
alist China, ruler of Formosa and contender for the 
leadership of Communist China’s 600,000,000 people. 
Short, white-haired, a church-going Methodist and 
keen student of the beautiful verses written by the 
sages of ancient China, Chiang remains today a man 
of iron will. After almost six years’ forced exile, he 
still is convinced he will lead his 500,000 soldiers back 
to the lost mainland. 
Time will tell. Meanwhile, despite the Red threat 
to take Formosa itself, he and his followers assume 


that their return is not far aff. For Chiang, now 68, © 


has experienced more ups than downs in 50 years as 
revolutionary, politician, soldier and statesman. 

At the age of 19 he went td Japan to train as a 
military officer. There he met the exiled Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen, who was to found modern China. He joined Sun's 
revolutionary forces when still a stripling. Ensuing 
years chronicle the fight against the Manchus, the fight 
against the warlords, the fight against the Japanese, 
the fight against the Communists. 

But today Chiang, probably one of the least under- 
stood figures on the world stage, leads a Puritanical 
life with few hobbies—and a few eccentricities. 


Exercises and Prayers 


He is out of bed with the first ray of dawn. Half 
an hour is spent at indoor exercises, another half-hour 
at prayers. He also attends church services every Sun- 


day in a small chapel built near his official residence — 


at Shihlin, near here. 

He has simple tastes in food. For breakfast he has 
a salted egg and sometimes cooked noodles. After- 
wards he has some fruit. Never has he been seen 
eating anything as substantial as ham and eggs or 
drinking coffee or black tea at breakfast. But he likes 
salt fish, dumplings and bamboo shoots. 

After breakfast, the lean but still springy old man 
settles down in an easy chair, puts on his glasses and 
reads the morning papers. Sometimes his assistants 
tell him the gist of the news. 

By 9 a.m. Chiang is in his five-star general’s uni- 
form. For big occasions he puts on his blue-sky-and- 
white-sun medal—highest order of Nationalist China. 

His modest, comfortable house is located in a scenic 
fold of grassy-green slopes, festooned in spring with 
blossoming cherry trees. . 
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There is nothing furtive about the daily drive into 
town. The Generalissimo takes his seat in the back 
of a big limousine with curtained windows. He often 
sits with a book in his hand. Two carloads of guards 
follow. 

He arrives at his red-brick presidential building 
about 10 a.m. and sets the machinery of state rolling. 
On Mondays, the Generalissimo attends party or gov- 
ernment mass meetings with hundreds present. He sits 
patiently listening to speeches and has a strong dislike 
for those who fail to attend. 

On Wednesdays, he goes to the headquarters of the 
Kuomintang party (of which he is Director General). 
Once in his office, he receives callers. They discuss 
affairs of state and gingerly wait for his comments. 
Between calls Chiang reads official documents and 
writes a terse comment on each. This is usually the 
last word on any matter. 

His associates say the Generalissimo has mellowed. 
He once shouted commands and barked complaints 
to his aides. But now his fiery temper and command- 
ing air have been replaced by. an understanding smile 
or dogged patience, they maintain. 

His old habits occasionally reassert themselves. Last 
year he fired his Secretary General in a rage. He still 
stamps his feet when he sees incompetence. 

People often say they stand in awe in his presence. 
It is not because of his height, for Chiang is short 
even by Chinese standards. It is not because of his 
high, somewhat squeaky voice. He has little personal 
charm. 

But the Generalissimo does impress people with a 
hard glint in his eyes. It bespeaks an immense will in 
the old man. He has a young man’s walk, is erect in 
carriage and determined in expression. 

Out of the office, Chiang follows simple leisure pur- 
suits. He does not smoke or drink. He disapproves 
of gambling. He has no use for night clubs and 
dancing. About once a week he sees a movie, in a 
projection room in his home. 

Though a devout Christian, he usually does not 
participate in holiday merrymaking. Two years ago, 
at Christmas, he did dress in a Chinese version of a 
Santa Claus suit and played with his grandchildren. 

In his outlook, Chiang has been westernized in 
many ways. But at heart he remains Chinese. He holds 
that the Chinese must maintain their old teachings 
while assimilating good points from Western culture. 
But Chiang believes that the essentials of Confusian- 
ism, with its great stress on respect for the elders 
should be observed by all Chinese. ; 


He was converted to Christianity shortly after his 
marriage in 1927 to Mei-lin, a daughter of the wealthy, 
banking Soong family. She was a Christian. 

Chiang approaches foreign ideas openly but some- 
what skeptically; when he is satisfied that the non- 
Chinese way is better, he goes all out for its adoption. 
Recently he pointed out the laudable aspects of the 
American military system and asked his officers to 
foster them. . 

Chiang is soft-hearted to followers who have more 
loyalty than ability. He keeps them around but seldom 
listens to them. His real political strength lies in the 
fact that his top advisers are well-educated, smooth 
administrators who stand their own ground. 


‘O.K. is Okay’ 


Most important among these are his right-hand 
man, Vice-President Chen Cheng; his Secretary 
General, Gen. Chang Chun; Premier O. K. Yui; and 
Gen. Chou Chi Jou. 

Chen Cheng came from the same province as 
Chiang. Equally stubborn and conservative, Chen 
worked his way up from petty army officer to gov- 
ernor of Formosa, Premier and finally Chiang’s 
official successor. 

Chan Chung is a polished statesman, more liberal 
in his views. He is closest to Chiang. 

Premier O. K. Yui is an acknowledged financial 
expert. Though troubled by asthma} he works day and 
night. Chiang’s inner circle says of Yui, “O. K. 's 
Okay.” 

General Chou also hails from Chiang’s province. 
He is a crack military planner, amiable and a de- 
voted chess player. 

Of course, Madame Chiang has great influence on 
the Generalissimo. She serves as his confidential secre- 
tary. Her American education brings a touch of the 
New World into the presidential residence. 

But there is another man very close to Chiang. He 
is Gen. Chiang Ching Kuo, Russian-educated elder 
son of the Generalissimo by the latter's first marriage. 
Young Chiang is 47. He looks commonplace, but he 
has inherited his father’s strong will and firm con- 
victions. Insiders suggest that he, rather than Chen 
Cheng, may suéceed Chiang one day. 

When will that be? The Generalissimo does not say. 
For something else comes first. As he tells his men on 
Formosa: “We must double our efforts for restoration 
of the mainland. We must crush the Chinese Com- 
munists and their Russian masters. We must build a 
new China.” «

CHRIST ? 


The first true 
likeness of 


ROME. 
For nearly 2,000 years people have wondered: 
What did Jesus Christ look like? Artists, poets, 
novelists have imagined Him as frail or strong, 
stocky or lean, short or tall. Now Prof. Lorenzo 
Ferri, noted artist-teacher here, has come up 
with what may be the truest estimate yet: the 
clay model face pictured above. 

Ferri accepts the centuries-old claim that a 
14-foot linen winding-sheet: treasured in the 
cathedral at Turin, Italy, is the authentic Holy 
Shroud that enveloped the body of Jesus after 
the Crucifixion. And for 25 years he has worked 
from the outlined features and presumed blood- 
stains on the Shroud to reproduce at least the 
sort of face that would have left such an imprint. 

Working backwards from photographs of the 


Shroud, first taken in 1898, he eventually pro- 
duced a full-length figure of the man who had 
lain there. Some of his startling deductions: the 
man was between 6'1” and 6’2”, slender but 
well-muscled. The left shoulder had been dis- 
docated (possibly during crucifixion), making 
the left arm appear shorter.than the right. There 
were wounds at each wrist and foot (possibly 
from nails) and a wound in the side. The face 
had definite Semitic characteristics, with sensi- 
tively arched nostrils and prominent brows. 
There were two swellings (probably caused by 
injuries) at the bridge of the nose and just 
above the right cheekbone. 

If Professor Ferri is right, the head above 
almost certainly is the best likeness of Jesus the 
world will ever see. *

LUMBERING snowmobile pushes along snowy 
road, opens the winter wonderland to visitors.

WEST YELLOWSTONE, MONT. 

ACH OCTOBER since 1872, the fluttering snow- 

flakes have signaled the end of the tourist season 

at the first and most famous of America’s na- 
tional parks—3,453-square-mile Yellowstone. 

But recently—and quietly—the National Park Serv- 
ice has opened the Park’s gates to winter visitors. As 
a representative of PARADE, I was the first correspond- 
ent to go in with a tourist party and photograph the 
Park as they saw it. My pictures appear on these pages. 
They tell the world a secret previously known but to 
a few caretakers and forest rangers: Yellowstone's 
never-never land of geysers and canyons, hot springs 
and wild animals, is even more enchanting in winter 
than in summer. 

The vehicle that opened the gates of Yellowstone 
is a weird-looking monster called a snowmobile. Its 
power comes from a 175-hp. engine and a caterpillar 
half-track of cable-lined rubber tread 18 inches wide. 
Two skis in front are used for steering. It glides 
smoothly at 45 mph over’drifts up to: 30 feet deep. 
Sightseers relax in the heated, upholstered interior,

The campaign for winter tours of the Park dates 
back nearly five years, when two garage operators 
here built “snowplanes”—two-passenger vehicles on 
skis, powered by plane engines and propellors. Al- 
lowed to tour the park by rangers, they brought back 
glowing reports of its winter wonders. 

This sounded like a good tourist gimmick to Harold 
Young and Bill Nicholls, two local motel operators. 
They asked permission to run charter snowmobile trips 
to Old Faithful, a 60-mile round trip. The Park Service 
balked, fearing rangers would spend most of their 
time hauling tourists out of snowbanks. But after three 
years the Government relented. Tours could be run, 
it ruled, if they were not advertised; if one snowmobile 
were kept in reserve to rescue the other if necessary, 
and if each vehicle carried emergency supplies. 

When the snowmobile began its trips early this year, 
what impressed the visitors most was the unmarred 
majesty of a park visited by 1,328,000 persons last 
summer. On roads where thousands of cars creep 


bumper to bumper in summer, there is only a blanket 
of white. Old Faithful, scene of jostling, confused 
crowds in summer, is deserted. The quiet loneliness 
serves to enhance the scenic beauty. | 

It also allows a closer look at Yellowstone’s wild 
life—seen only in fleeting glimpses by warm-weather 
tourists. Great flocks of ducks and geese speckle the 
warm water. Bison, drawn down to the rivers by 
the promise of feed and warmth, often block the 
roadway; they rise clumsily to their feet as the snow- 
mobile approaches, amble off a few yards—and stare. 
Elk amount almost to a traffic hazard. There are 
30,000 in the Park, and many of them race alongside 
the snowmobile, more curious than frightened. Coy- 
otes wander up to the vehicle and beg for handouts. 

In winter as in summer, the show goes on—in many 
ways better than ever. Misty vapor from the number- 
less geysers and warm-water pools lingers longer in 


the clear, frosty air, overlaying the whole area with 


a thick white pall. 
Even Old Faithful outdoes itself in winter. Its 
10,000 gallons of water seem to rise higher, to stay 


Newly opened to winter visitors, America’s most famous 


park proves more beautiful now than in summer. Here is a first 


report on how this snowy wonderland looks to tourists 
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longer in the frigid air. Its column of steam swells 
and drifts with the wind and billows of vapor mush- 
room around its base. 

Winter tours into the Yellowstone wonderland now 
are part of a program to attract visitors to this area 
all the year round. Its frigid temperatures (West 
Yellowstone holds the record for the lowest tempera- 
ture in U.S. history: 66° below zero) and wealth of 
snow have been parlayed into a winter resort. On 
nearby Lionhead Mountain, a ski lift has been built, 
and an ice-skating rink is not far away. 

One attraction which draws many visitors is the 
American Dog Derby, which smacks of the Frozen 
North. Separate 10-mile races are held for husky and 
hound teams. A 16-mile trophy championship, open 
to all breeds, climaxes the two days of racing and 
settles arguments about breeds. Also on the program 
are cutter races for two-horse teams hitched to gon- 
dola-like rigs on sled runners. 

But the big attraction remains the scenic grandeur 
of Yellowstone in ermine—a picture Americans at last 
have an opportunity to see. 2

Mention Jane Russell and most Ameri- 
cans immediately think of cheesecake 
photographs or sultry movies. But there’s 
a lesser-known side to the curvesome 
brunette. 

Herself a veteran of several frustrat- 
ing years of trying to adopt a child, she 
now is directing a vigorous movement 
to bring joy to child-hungry Ameri- 
can couples. Through her organization, 
Women’s Adoption International Fund 
(WAIF), Miss Russell finds children for 
them — in the war-packed orphanages 
overseas. 

WAIF grew out of Jane’s own experi- 


ence, plus a simple, but agonizing, statis- 
tic: in the U.S., there simply aren't 
enough babies to go around. Roughly 
1,000,000 American couples want to 
adopt babies. But the supply is only 
55,000 to 70,000. In desperation, more 
and more. couples are looking beyond 
the borders. 

Jane and her husband, ex-football star 
Bob Waterfield, did exactly that in 
adopting their boy, Tommy. (Their 
adopted daughter, Tracy, was born in 
the U.S.) In 1951, Jane fell in love with 
a blue-eyed, 9-month-old German boy. 
She tried to find a way to take him home

with her. But the mountain of forms to 
be filled out and the endless permissions 
necessary made the adoption too difficult 
to arrange, and Jane had to give up the 
idea. 

Meanwhile, in London, Florrie Kava- 
nagh, Irish-born wife of a $20-a-week 
carpenter, read of Jane’s adoption prob- 
lems. A movie star, Mrs. Kavanagh de- 
cided, could give her 15-month-old Tom- 
my a better chance in life than she could. 
So she offered Tommy to Jane, and Jane 
accepted. 

That was only the beginning. Not only 
did the adoption kicle up an international 


ruckus (it was debated on the floor of 
the House of Commons), but endless red 


_ tape was involved. Permission had to be 


obtained from the U.S. Embassy, the 
Irish Embassy, the British Embassy. And 
things were just as complicated on the 
American side of the Atlantic as on the 
British. 

One of the by-products of Jane’s bat- 
tle to adopt Tommy was mail; more than 
50 English mothers wrote her, begging 
her to adopt their children. That started 
Jane to thinking. On one side of the 
ocean were thousands of kids who needed 
homes; on the other, thousands of fami-

Jane’s one-woman lobbying opened the 


gates of the U.S. to 4,000 orphans 


and finds another home for it. (But “re- 
turns,” ISS figures show, occur im an 
extremely low percentage of cases.) 
One big obstacle had to be removed 
before this procedure could be set up 
and happiness brought to thousands of 


- American homes: immigration quotas. 


And Jane Russell personally did her best 
to shatter this roadblock by acting as a 
one-woman propaganda bureau. Tire- 
lessly she called on Senators and Con- 
gressmen to explain that there are thous- 
ands of homeless orphans abroad who 
might make childless American couples 
happy. She pointed out that these chil- 
dren couldn't enter this country because 
of the quota restrictions. 

“I guess I must have impressed them,” 
Jane says today. “Anyway, something 
impressed them because Congress passed 
the Refugee Relief Act permitting 4,000 
children to enter this country for adop- 
tion purposes before December 31, 1956. 

“As you can see, time is running out. 
And the trouble is we don’t have enough 
money to hire case-workers to process 
these would-be parents. And we can't 
afford to hire people to find the home- 
less babies. The demand on us far ex- 
ceeds our ability to produce. It costs 
WAIF about $500 for each baby it 
places with an American couple. That's 
why I'm always going around howling 
for money.” 

Although Jane doesn't boast about it, 
she herself is WAIF’s principal finan- 
cial “angel.” All the royalties she re- 
ceives from her religious recordings with 
Rhonda Fleming, Beryl Davis and 
Connie Haines are turned over to WAIF. 

In addition, she makes good-sized per- 
sonal contributions from other earnings. 


70 Requests a Week 


At present, WAIF gets about 70 re- 
quests a week from American couples 
who want to adopt foreign-born children. 
Sometimes the requests come from ex- 
GI's who fathered children in foreign 
lands and now want WAIF to locate 
them. Other ex-soldiers ask WAIF to 
track down orphans they met during 
their overseas service. And some couples 
ask the agency to locate young relatives 
still living overseas for adoption. 

“All of this takes time,” Jane points 
out. “And money. People always ask me 
how long it takes to get a child from a 
foreign country. The answer is it takes 
too long. But if we had more money we 
could do the job quicker. It’s that sim- 
ple.” 

Because of these delays, some Ameri- 
can couples have resorted to what ISS 
calls “adoption by proxy”—and which 
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leads to heartaches for parents and head- 
aches for adoption agencies. The Refu- 
gee Relief Act provides for admission of 
children “already adopted abroad” with- 
out quota limitations. Rather than face 
the “red tape” of required investigations, 
some desperate couples do adopt chil- 
dren abroad to qualify under this section 
of the law. 

They locate the child themselves. Then 
they hire an attorney in the foreign coun- 
try to file adoption papers for them and 
take other necessary legal steps. They 
get the child—but they have never seen 
him and know nothing of his back- 
ground. When WAIF's understandable 
delays have been reduced to a minimum,

officials hope this practice will be 
stamped out. 

Can couples who adopt foreign-born 
babies be happy with children whose 
backgrounds are so different from their 
own? The best answer to this much-asked 
question probably comes from the 
mother of little Tommy Kavanagh, Jane 
Russell's 414-year-old adopted son. 

Recently, Jane was in England shoot- 
ing her new picture, Gentlemen Marry 
Brunettes. With her, she brought 36 
color pictures of Tommy in his adopted 
home in California's San Fernando Val- 
ley. Friends had advised against it, adop- 
tion agencies had told her to make a 
clean break with the boy's real parents— 
but Jane, open-hearted and generous, 
was sure Florrie Kavanagh would want 
to know how her son was progressing: 

Jane was right; not only was Mrs. 
Kavanagh delighted to see the pictures 
of Tommy, but she was pleased with the 
mother she had picked out for him. The 
two had a long chat about the boy. — 

“Jane Russell,” Mrs. Kavanagh said 
later, “is a truly wonderful person. She s 
the only mother Tommy knows. im

When Golfer Bob Toski won the $50,000 first prize 
in the Tam O'Shanter golf tournament last year, he 
had a simple but eloquent explanation. He told a 
nation-wide TV audience: 

“It takes two to win.” 

By that, Toski meant himself and his pretty, red- 
haired wife, Lynn. Toski had plunked in the 8-foot 
putt that meant $50,000; in his opinion, it was Lynn 
who should get the credit. To golf followers and 
sports writers, this credit is by no means undeserved. 
What marriage has done for the unpredictable Toski, 
they will tell you, is just shy of a miracle. 

Look at the record. Toski had knocked around the 
tournament trail disinterestedly for several-years with 
only mediocre success. Often, he failed to show up 
for tournaments; when he did, he had a way of fading 
in the late rounds. A good-time Charlie who was in- 
different to training, he was toying with the idea of 
quitting. Then, two years ago, on the tenth hole of the 


It was love at first sight.-Four days later, Toski pro- 
posed. But it was a year before they were married. 
Toski had to win the Havana Open a week before the 
wedding to raise the money. 

Since then there has been almost no holding him. 
In 1954 he earned the all-time record amount of 
$65,000. In 11 months he captured six tourneys, 
capped by the Tam O’Shanter victory—which guaran- 
tees him another $100,000. He has been chosen for 
the American Ryder Cup team. And fans are begin- 
ning to compare the 5’ 8”, 127-pound, 28-year-old 
Toski with another “mighty mite”—Ben Hogan.

“In this rain?” her husband asked. “Are you kid- 
ding?” 

Lynn shook her head. Bob thought a “minute. 
“Okay,” he said, “Pll shoot a 66.” And he did—to win 
first prize by a decisive margin. 

The magic has touched him in other ways. Lynn 
has completely taken over his problems—business, per- 
sonal, physical. Toski’s frame is so delicate that he 
must be on guard at all times. Lynn trails behind him 
at tournaments and feeds him vitamins. At Baton 
Rouge, last year, he had a severe cold; she kept him 
plied with cough drops and he won, sneezes and all. 

She also has curbed his temper. Like many golfers, 
Bob is apt to toss clubs after a bad shot. Last year at 
Pebble Beach, Calif., he smashed a No. 4 wood after 
a particularly poor try. Lynn didn’t say a word — just 
looked sad. It was his last outburst. 

The once-tardy Toski hasn’t missed a tournament, 
nor been late to one, since his marriage.

all his travel accommodations. She sees that he eats 
solid meals, and on time. She keeps his business 
records. Occasionally her confidence overrides her 
practicality; last year, she consented to the purchase 
of a $3,600 car because she was sure Bob would win 
the Tam O’Shanter—and it came out all right. 

Having such a wife behind him leaves Bob free to 
concentrate on golf. But he knows Lynn is-in his gal- 
lery at every tournament. Once, just before a crucial 
putt, lie stopped to tell her a thread was hanging from 
her skirt. When she missed connections for a tourna- 
ment in Baltimore, Toski called out police to look for 


her. More significant, he blew an early lead in the 
tournament. 

The magic has not all been one-sided. Lynn, a 
native of Youngstown, O., went to Miami University 
(Ohio) before becoming a secretary in Miami ( Fia.). 
She was completely unprepared for the country-club 
life which goes with marriage to a pro golfer. But Bob, 
a warm, friendly New Englander who likes to banter 
with the gallery, helped. “He’s so sociable,” Lynn says, 
“that he puts me at my ease.” 

The inseparable Toskis plan to have five children, 
and, at least until these reach school age, the whole 
family will accompany Bob on the tournament circuit 
in a trailer. Lynn doesn’t want Bob far away from her 
at any time, and he feels the same way. Last year, 
when Bob’s home club, Cedar Hills in Livingston, 
N. J., had a homecoming celebration, Lynn was near 
tears because the committee wanted her to ride in one 
car and Bob in another. “The reason we won,” she 
says, emphasizing the we, “is because we were to- 
gether. Now they try to tear us apart.” 

And it is also typical of the Toskis that Bob's 
thoughts, when he sank that clinching putt in the 
Tam O'Shanter, were with Lynn. “I looked at her,” 
he recalls, “and said to myself, ‘If you're ever going 
to have any money in the bank and any security, this 
is your big shot.’ ” 

How does Lynn Toski, whose magic changed her 
husband from a ne’er-do-well into the hottest name in 
golf, explain this transformation?

ARTHRITIS 
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“METI” PILLS (which look a lot like aspirin) soon will be available on doctor's prescription.

Not long ago, a middle-aged woman stiff with 
the agonizing pain of rheumatoid arthritis was 
admitted to the Clinical Center of the National 
Institute of Health, Bethesda, Md. 

A few days later the same woman, an ar- 
thritic for more than 20 years, was swinging her 
arms, kicking up her legs and shouting to every- 
one close by: “Isn’t it wonderful? I’m alive again 
—I’m alive again!” If you got really close to her, 
she would kiss you. 

Behind that dramatic case history lies one 
of the most excifing medical findings in years: 
a néw synthetic drug which shows great promise 
of bringing relief to people afflicted with rheuma- 
toid arthritis. Some arthritis specialists are even 
calling it “the best thing we’ve seen since corti- 
sone.” 

The new discovery will be sold nationally— 
under doctor’s prescription only, of course— 
within the next few days in two forms (trade 


names: Meticorten and Meticoftelone). It is 
taken by mouth. Only a few arthritis cases 
treated with the new substances have been re- 
ported in the medical literature to date> But since 
last fall, PARADE has learned, more than 1,000 
arthritics from coast to coast have received the 
drug from about 100 doctors in initial tests. 

According to a medical team which has had 
the most experience with the drug (at the 
National. Institute of Arthritis and Metabolic 
Diseases, U.S. Public Health Service), it is three 
to four times more powerful than cortisone and 
has produced two marked effects on patients: 
it reduced swelling, tenderness and pain; it de- 
creased joint stiffness considerably. 

Some patients, having regained use of their 
arms and legs, were transformed from a bed- 
ridden and depressed state to happy, function- 
ing people living at home again.. 

In some cases the new drug, which could 
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change the entire pattern of rheumatoid ar- 
thritis treatment in the U. S. and abroad, pro- 
duced beneficial results in just 24 hours. 

Further, the cases treated at the Clinical 
Center which responded to the new drug all 
had failed to respond to standard treatment with 
cortisone, hydrocortisone and other drugs. 

Potentially, the drug could turn misery into 
happiness for countless arthritis sufferers. It ts 
estimated that 6,000,000 Americans suffer from 
rheumatoid arthritis alone. 

Chemically, Meticorten and Meticortelone 
are very much like cortisone and hydrocortisone. 
All are what scientists call “steroids”—a family 
of chemicals vital to maintenance of body 
health. Steroids are manufactured in the human 
body and in certain plants. Among the steroids 
are the male and female sex hormones and 27 
other hormones produced in the adrenal gland, 
a tiny organ near the kidneys. It is the adrenal 
which is stimulated by the steroids to relieve 
arthritis symptoms. 

Scientists at the Schering Corp. (Bloomficld, 
N. J.), who discovered the “Meti” steroids, are 
convinced they will prove more effective against 
arthritis than any previous medication. If so, 
they represent a major step in medical research. 

Just 20 years ago, modern steroid research 
resulted in the discovery of Compound E (corti- 
sone) by researchers at the Mayo Clinic, Co- 
lumbia University and the University of Basle 
(Switzerland). However, it took until 1948 for 
scientists to try cortisone on test patients. The 
results against arthritis were striking, but the 
drug later was shown to have limitations. The 
following year, 1949, Compound F (hydrocorti- 
sone) was isolated. 


Wanted: Something Better 


When cortisone was first used in 1948, 
Schering scientists set out to find. a steroid 
which might offer better results. Last August, 
the “Meti” steroids were tried at the NIH 
Clinical Center. 

The woman who flailed her arms and kicked 
her feet over her “new life” was the first to re- 
ceive the drug. The second, also a woman (three 
limes as many women as men have the disease), 
was so improved that she is now at home. 

Among the first 15 patients treated with the 
new steroids, 13 experienced “major improve- 
ment” or “remission during therapy” and two 
showed minor improvement. The same response 
to treatment reportedly holds true for 1,000- 
plus patients treated throughout the U. S. 

What doctors call “side effects” always have 
represented a big problem in cortisone and 
hydrocortisone treatment. Patients develop a 
tolerance to those drugs, which reduces their 
effectiveness. In addition, they can upset the 
patient’s chemical and metabolic balance. 

The big question, then, about the Meti ste- 
roids is: Will they produce really dangerous 
side effects over the long pull? 

Researchers at the National Arthritis Institute 
doubt that they will. One points out: “Of course, 
we will need more experience with the drug 
before we can say definitely one way or the 
other. But right now, it looks good. 

“We-aren’t at the end of the road yet in 
arthritis,” the doctor adds..“‘We have made a 
big advance—you can see that in our patients— 
but we've still got a way to go.” *

world’s best prison’ 


A California ‘con’ tells why he’s finally going straight 


THE MAN who tells this story soon will walk 
out of prison to freedom, a job and a new 
life. After a 20-year prison history, this man 
—whose identity PARADE is keeping secret 
—was rehabilitated at the remarkable Cali- 
fornia Institution for Men at Chino. His 
story was obtained with the cooperation of 
Kenyon J. Scudder, Superintendent of Chino 
for 13 years, one of America’s leading penol- 
ogists and new President of the American 

CHINO, CALIF. 
If there are any happy convicts in this world, 
you can count me among them. After two 
and a half years here at Chino, I’m getting 
ready to leave. I left here once before, but 
this time it’s for good. 

I've been walking in and out of prisons 
since I was about 12 years old. (I’m 31 now.) 
I was never sorry to leave any of them, but 
in many ways I am sorry to ‘leave Chino. 

You may have heard of Chino. If you saw 
the movie Unchained, which was filmed here, 
you probably figured it’s unlike any other 
prison you ever heard of. You're right. 

Chino is the strangest prison I or any other 


- con ever saw. Located on a 2,600-acre tract 


in Southern California, it’s the biggest “mini- 
mum security” prison (1,850 inmates) in the 
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FAMILY VISITS: Here's a typical scene at 
Chino's “picnic grounds,’ where inmates 


world—no locks, no bars, no walls. Men with 
good records in “maximum security” prisons 
in California — San Quentin and Folsom are 
the classic, stone-wall-and-iron-bar examples 
—can transfer here to finish their terms. 

It’s very easy to escape from Chino if you 
want to. Personally, | was never tempted— 
for two reasons: first, I'm physically dis- 
abled (I'll come to that later); second, escape 
is pointless. They'll catch you anyway. 

. Instead of a warden, Chino has a superin- 
tendent; instead of guards, correctional offi- 
cers; instead of cell blocks, ‘dormitories. 
There are 10 gun towers around the place, 
but nine were never used—and the tenth is 
now an aircraft spotter’s station. The pris- 
oners are “inmates,” officially—not “convicts.” 

Nobody at Chino wears a prison uniform. 
We dress the way we please—in dungarees, 
overalls or slacks and sports jackets. As to 
recreation, we can do almost anything we like 
in sports or study. (I spend my spare time 
composing music and painting.) Best of all, 
our families can visit us every week. ! 

Most of the fellows here are first-timers, 
and most of them will never go back to crime. 
You couldn’t get them to escape if you held 
a shotgun at their backs. All they want is to 
get back to their families, get a job and go

straight. Because of the way they're treated 
here and what they learn, the men have a 
positive attitude toward the future. 

As for me, the best way I can sum it up 
is to say that Chino has made an adult out 
of me. It’s taught me to have confidence in 
people and it’s tempered my ego. I've also 
learned to accept men for what they are. 

In fact, I like human beings now. 

I'll admit it took me a long time to learn 
that. Before I came here; I served time in a 
state training school for boys, several Fed- 
eral prisons and reformatorie¢s. Along the way 
I got married and, partly because of my end- 
less tangles with the law, divorced. By and 
large I was a pretty sour citizen when I 
landed at the state prison seemingly made 
for men like me: San Quentin.

I'll never forget San Quentin. The whole 
atmosphere was grim and cold and gray. The 
convicts and the personnel looked as though 
they were cast in cold steel. , 

We were always complaining about the 
food. We had no sheets for our beds, but 
slept on a mattress under a single blanket. 
Some fellows had three blankets; they man- 


aged to steal them because it was impossible . 


for the limited staff to keep a check on the 
supply. (I understand things are better now. ) 
We were two men to a cell 10 feet long. It 
was an unwritten law that if one man wanted 


to walk the length of the cell the other had 
to stay on his bed. 

The only light in the cell was a 40- or 
60-watt bulb. In one corner was a small wash- 
basin with cold water. We were allowed to 
keep clothing, books, toilet articles—in plain 
view, of course. And, as in other prisons, we 
could buy hobby equipment and make things 
to sell at the prison store. 

The only hobby banned was sculpture. 
Once, long ago, an inmate put a sculptured 
head in his bed and was counted present when 
bed-check was made. In the meantime he had 
made a brief-lived escape. 


Work Was an Escape 


As for the work in prison, most of the 
fellows liked it —they’d been pretty good 
workers on the outside, you know. Besides, 
work was a wonderful escape. 

The rules at San Quentin were reasonable 
but rather impersonal. Walls and maximum 
security are no answer when you're suppos- 
edly trying to treat a man as an individual. 
The man feels penned up—inside his mind as 
wéll as bodily. The whole atmosphere is nega- 
tive, and you feel yourself growing gray. At 
San Quentin, needing individual treatment, 
some men lost hope. Some lost their minds. 
Several committed suicide. 

But Chino is different. My first time here, 
I asked for a transfer from San Quentin and 
was accepted to finish the last year of my 
term. When I got to Chino I couldh’t be- 
lieve it: the first thing they did was take us 
off the bus and feed us—good, clean, warm 
food. Our quarters were clean — two clean 
sheets on each bed, adequate lights in the 
cells. Everybody tried to make you feel like 
a person. a 

After only three days here, I was sent to 
the forestry camp, which is part of the Chino 
operation. Gradually I began to feel that I 
was a person instead of a number. After 
about nine months in the fire camp I went 
back to Chino for my last 30 days, then went 
home on parole. 

Nobody at home knew I was an ex-convict. 
They thought I'd been in a seminary all that 
time. 

But it so happened I had the use of a car 
—which I wasn’t supposed to be driving. In 
the car was a toy rubber mask which I'd 
bought for a neighbor’s little girl. One night, 
just on impulse, I drove up to a gas station. 
I put on the rubber mask, put a socket wrench 
in my pocket to simulate a gun, walked up 
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to the attendant and told him to hand over 
his money. 

He did. But as I was going back to my 
car, he ran to his car, got a rifle and shot me 
in the hip. The shot severed the sciatic nerve 
and shattered a large part of the femur neck, 
as I found out later. I managed to crawi to 
the car and started driving away. The police 
came right after me, firing whenever there 
was no traffic. Finally a shot blew out a tire 
and I had to stop. 

Well, I've got a bad hip for life now and 
have to walk with a limp. I spent five months 
in the hospital. I was tried right there and 
given a sentence for parole violation and 
second-degree robbery — one to life, to run 
concurrently. I was pretty upset. I'd figured 
I would get about five years. 

Back I went—to San Quentin, not Chino. 
I was never more miserable in my life. Here 
I was on crutches—in pain, cold and unhappy. 
It was the same thing all over again—gray 
walls, bitterness, frustration. 

But I applied for Chino again and, sur- 
prisingly enough, they sent me down here 
after six months. I wanted Chino because I 
wanted to give it a fair chance-and also to 
give myself a fair chance. 

(Says Superintendent Scudder: “He was a 
mess when he came here the second time. 
| doubted whether we should take him back 
again, but I'm glad we took a chance. He's 
worked put fine ...a wonderful adjustment.” ) 

As I was found physically incapable of 
work, I was unassigned, so I began finding 
jobs for myself. I started doing oil paint- 
ings, which I sold to get canteen money. 
When I had money on the books I'd give 
the paintings away. 

The second time at Chino, I became more 
and more-aware of the differences between 
this place and San Quentin. Take the meal- 
time periods: here you may walk in as you 
please—you don’t march in line to the mess 
hall. And there’s a personal relationship be- 
tween inmates and personnel. You're known 
by your first name; at San Quentin it was 
“Blank, B18501.” Also, here there are un- 
limited mail privileges—no censorship except 
an occasional spot check. At San Quentin all 


mail, incoming and outgoing, is censored. 

The top privilege of all is visiting. You 
can go out on the picnic ground and visit with 
your family. And if you feel like putting your 
arm around your mother or your wife or your 
girl friend—fine. 

There’s nobody around to listen in on your 
conversation. In San Quentin you visit across 
a table, with a guard nearby to listen to 
everything you say. Only at the first visit— 
with a guard standing over you—are you al- 
lowed to kiss or embrace. At Christmas, you 
can receive packages here. 

Then there’s the recreational setup. At San 
Quentin there was only a rickety gymnasium, 
controlled by a certain clique of inmates, and 
a playing field that was for baseball only. At 
Chino there’s a well-equipped gym where you 
can check out anything you want, from a 
bathing suit to a badminton bird. There’s ten- 
nis, baseball, softball, football, shuffleboard 
and a putting green (built by the inmates)— 
and, of course, the swimming pool,also built 
by the men themselves. 


What Lies Ahead? 


There's a television set in every unit here. 
(In fact, I moved to a private cell in the 
Honor Unit just to get away from TV!) And 
in the dormitories, the doors are never locked 
—they’re open 24 hours a day. 

We have much freer access to the library 
than at San Quentin. Here they suggest you 
set yourself a program and then follow it. 
It’s considered a privilege to work and study, 
and everybody does. 

When I leave here, I'll take a job with a 
small Southern California newspaper, which 
Chino authorities helped me line up. When 
I get on my feet, I hope to marry again and 
raise a family. I also hope to go on with 
my painting and my music. 

As a matter of fact, I have written a tone 
poem about Chino, which will be performed 
by the symphony orchestra of a California 
community. I wrote it because I felt there was 
a mood here that ought to be recorded, some- 
how. I couldn't do it in words or pictures, so 
I did it in music.

NEW YORK. 
Want to meet a real, live, 1955 showgirl? 
Then come to the most successful night 
club in the U.S., the gaudy and celebrated 
Latin Quarter on Times Square here. 
The Latin Quarter is run by Lou 
Walters, a slight, unpretentious, sharply 
intelligent man who came to this country 
a dozen years ago. On a recent afternoon 
he was rehearsing a new show. The place 
was in the state common to all theatrical 
rehearsals, a kind of confined confusion. 
“I’ve been training showgirls and put- 
ting on musicals for 35 years,” Walters re- 
marked, during a rehearsal break. “Ap- 
proximately 11,435 showgirls have passed 
through my hands.” 
He leaned back in his chair and lit a 
cigar. Had showgirls, he was asked,

changed in the period since World War II? 

“They’ve changed like everything else 
has changed,” he said immediately. “The 
biggest change is that they’re more intelli- 
gent. The Dumb Dora chorine who went 
into show business with the sole purpose 
of unearthing some rich guy is a thing of 
the past. But the principal reason is the 
girls themselves. 

“They're better educated now. All of 
them have a high-school education; a lot 
have had college; most have had some 
kind of professional training, either in 


dancing school or in dramatic school. 
They come to a night club looking for 
work because they want to get into show 
business. 

“They look more like ladies these days. 
They eat like ladies. They go to bed 
earlier, get up earlier. They read books.” 

Walters pointed to a girl seated nearby, 
a redhead with green eyes. “Marie,” he 
called, “you ever drink any champagne 
from a slipper?” 

The girl looked puzzled. “What, Mr. 
Walters?” 

“Did you ever drink champagne in your 
life?” he asked, and she smiled. “One 
glass,” she said. “Last New Year's Eve.” 

“See?” said Walters. He puffed at his 
cigar. “Whenever I see flowers on a girl's 
dressing table I know it’s not from some 
rich old character out front; I know it’s 
her birthday, and the flowers came from 
her family or her boy friend.” He pointed 
to a honey blonde lounging on the side 
of the stage. “Take her. Name of Lauris 
Lambert. Comes from Long Island. She's 
got a college degree. Her boy friend is a 
dentist.” 

Walters waved his cigar in the air like a 
lance. “Laurie!” She turned her head as 


gracefully as a cat. “Let her speak for’ 


herself,” Walters said. . 

Lauris didn’t look like a standard show- 
girl. There was nothing artificial about 
her. Her smile was neither too fixed nor 
too ready and her friendliness was real. 
Her voice was low and soft. 

Lauris—that’s her real name—explained 
that she is a graduate of Queens College, 
in New York, where she majored in Eng- 
lish. The show-business bug didn’t bite 
her until she was out of school. Then, four 
years ago, she decided to become an 
actress. After a year at dramatic school, 
she attacked Broadway. 

Clifford Odets was casting for The 
Country Girl, a play now being released 
nationally as a movie starring Bing Crosby 
and Grace Kelly. She read for the Grace 
Kelly part, and was considered seriously 
for it—but another girl was chosen.

As it turned out, she easily could. She 
went to work in the Copacabana, another 
big New York night club. And she con- 
tinued studying in the Actor’s Workshop. 

She began to get work in television; 
by now, she has played in most of the 
major TV shows. She also has done sum- 
mer stock. But she earns her living in 
night clubs. 

Lauris gets $85 a week from the Latin 
Quarter. She does two hour-and-a-half 
shows a night, six nights a week. Coming 
in from Long Island, where her family 
lives, proved too arduous, so she moved 
to a YWCA here. 

Her social life is not at allt glossy. She 
met her boy friend, Dr. David Green, 
when she had a toothache and went to 
him for treatment. On her night off, they 
usually drive into the country for dinner; 
occasionally they go to the theater. Some- 
times David comes around during the 10- 
to-midnight break in the Latin Quarter 
show and takes her to dinner. 

Lauris never has received gifts from 
anonymous admirers in the audience, nor 
backstage phone calls from strangers:-She 
does her work and goes home; next day, 
she goes to dramatic school, then makes 
the tedious rounds of the casting agents. 
Hers is not the wildly adventurous life of 
the fictional chorus girl.

Yet there are adventures. On one of 
her Off nights—before she met David— 
Lauris was dining alone at the Automat 
when a young man sat down at her table. 
She could see he was appraising her. Fin- 
ally he said, “Pardon me, but you look 
like my best friend’s wife.” 

“It was anovel approach,” Lauris re- 
calls, “so I talked to him. He turned out 
to be a nice fellow, not at all aggressive. 
He was from Texas and had come to New 
York only two days before. When he 
asked if he could take me to a movie, he 
was so nice about it that I accepted. 

“After the movie we had a drink and he 
talked about himself a little bit. He never 
asked me what I did, so I didn’t tell him. 
He explained he knew nothing about New 
York night life but he would love to see 
a night club. Needless to say, I took him 
to the Latin Quarter.” 

Lauris laughs as she tells this part of 
the story. “He was very impressed by the 
showgirls. He kept exclaiming over them. 
Finally he turned to me and said, ‘My, 
aren’t they pretty! I wish I knew one of 
them.’ 

“After the show, he took me back to 
the YWCA. I didn’t explain that I was 
one of those girls, and i never heard from 
him again.” 

It might be that Lauris would be as good 
an actress on the stage as she isoff. &

A. It is usually simpler that way when 


there are children. However, there are in- 
stances wherein a woman has married 
twice, and has children by the first mar- 
riage, but not by the second. In this case 
she sometimes chooses to return to her 
first married name plus her maiden name, 
to simplify matters. 

If for some reason she does not wish to 
use the name of her former husband or 
husbands, she returns to her maiden name 
and, for the sake of her children, precedes 
it by “Mrs.” rather than “Miss.” In order 
that she not be called “Mrs. Mary” she 
then must find some surname in her family 
that will do. If her grandmother’s name, 
for example, was Worthington, she may 
become “Mrs. Worthington Grant.” 

A woman who has long been in profes- 
sional life, may, if she is divorced, assume 


for all purposes her professional name 
and, for simplicity’s sake, be “Miss,” even 
when she has children. 


Q. | am a widewer. | plen te marry a 
widew. We are prominent and our wed- 
ding will be covered by the newspapers. In 
furnishing them with information, must | 
necessarily state the name of my former 
wife and that before | became a widower 
! was divorced?—8.C.L., Youngstown, O. 


A. The press release may read merely, 
“.. . was married to Mr. John Benson 
Jones, a widower.” Sometimes, when. peo- 
ple are very prominent, there is what is 
called a “morgue” or newspaper file on 
them, into which society editors dip when 
anything of consequence takes place con- 
cerning them. When this possibility exists, 
it is usually a good idea to furnish the in- 
formation.
